Church  of  the  Advent, 

Spartanburg,  S.  C, 
Tuesday,  May  11,  A.  D.  1909. 
The  One  Hundred  and  Nineteenth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to  order  at  the  above 
mentioned  time  and  place  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  after  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion 
by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  the  Rev. 
John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  and  the  rector  of  the  Parish. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  from 
St.  Luke  v.  4. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy,  as  presented  by  the  Bishop,  was 
called  by  the  secretary  of  the  last  Council,  and  the  following 
named  clergymen  answered  to  the  roll  call:  Rt.

Thomas,  Harold  Thomas,  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  T.  T.  Walsh, 
William  Way,  L.  G.Wood— twenty-four  entitled  to  all  privileges 
of  Council.  There  were  three  other  clergymen  present  en- 
titled to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to  vote. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  deputies. 
Thirty-nine  deputies,  representing  twenty-three  parishes  and 
four  missions,  were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized.  The  Bishop  appointed 
as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy:  Rev.  Messrs.  R.  C.

The  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  rector  of  the  parish,  ex- 
tended to  Council  a  cordial  welcome. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  the  Rev.  A.  S 
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Thomas  was  nominated  as  Secretary,  and,  on  motion,  the 
rules  were  suspended  and  the  President  was  requested  to  cast 
the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 

This  was  done,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  was  declared 
duly  elected  Secretary. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Prioleau  were  nominated 
for  Treasurer  and  a  vote  by  orders  taken.  After  taking  three 
ballots  the  two  orders  failed  to  concur,  and  on  motion  further 
balloting  was  postponed  until  to-morrow  morning.

The  Rev.  G.  W.  Lay,  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  School,  was 
presented  to  Council  by  the  Bishop.  He  made  an  address 
upon  the  work  he  represents. 

In  order  to  accept  an  invitation  to  a  reception  in  the  after- 
noon Council  on  motion  adjourned  until  10  A.  M.  to-morrow.

SECOND  DAY. 

Wednesday,  May  12,  A.  D.  1909,  10  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  after  divine  ser- 
vice at  10  A.  M. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  roll  of  clergy  absent  on  the  first  day  was  called,  and 
four  additional  clergymen  found  present — Entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  one  more  entitled  to  seat  and  voice. 

The  roll  of  parishes  and  deputies  was  called,  and  twenty 
additional  deputies,  representing  nine  additional  parishes 
and  missions,  were  found  present. 

On  motion  the  rules  were  suspended  and  Council  entered 
upon  the  election  of  a  Treasurer.  The  nominees  of  the  day 
before,  Dr.  W.  H.  Prioleau  and  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  withdrew 
their  names,  and  Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated. 
There  being  no  further  nominations  on  motion  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  secretary  was  requested  to  cast  the  unan- 
imous vote  of  Council  for  Mr.  Godfrey,  which  was  done, 
and  he  was  declared  duly  elected  Treasurer  of  Council. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  opening  service  of  the  120th 
meeting  of  this  Council  be  in  commemoration  of  the  founding 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South 
Carolina  and  that  the  Board  of  Managers  of  that  society 
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appoint  the  preacher  for  the  service. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  such  portions  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  call  for  consideration  by  committees  be  referred 
to  special  committees  appointed  by  the  Bishop. 

Credentials  of  deputies  from  Epiphany  Church,  Laurens 
and  Trinity  Mission,  Fort  Hill  were  presented  and  on  motion 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies. 

Mr.  Jos.  I.  Waring,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  read  his  an- 
nual report.  The  report  with  the  appended  suggestions  was 
adopted.

Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley,  D.  D.  has,  with  the  Bishop's  approval,  undertaken 
to  review  and  continue  the  history  of  this  Diocese,  a  work  long  needed  and 
whirh  must  meet  the  approval  of  every  man  in  the  Diocese. 

The  Registrar  has  been  appealed  to  by  Dr.  Whaley  for  help  in  this  work 
and  in  turn  I  appeal  to  every  Clergyman  and  Layman  to  assist  me.  My  idea 
is  to  ask  for  data  from  every  Parish,  large  or  small,  relating  to  the  history  of 
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same.    This  I  propose  to  turn  over  to  Dr.  Whaley  for  his  work. 

Will  not  some  one  in  every  Parish  signify  their  willingness  to  assist?  I 
have  some  very  valuable  notes  collected  at  various  times,  but  not  nearly  ade 
quate.  Some  years  ago  I  made  a  similar  appeal  to  each  Clergyman  in  the 
Diocese  but  received  but  two  responses,  one  from  Dr.  McCullough  and  the 
other  from  Rev.  Benj.  F.  Alston. 

I  trust  that  better  success  will  attend  this  appeal. 

Of  course  I  am  still  seeking  for  the  old  Records,  but  do  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  of  the  great,  if  not  greater  importance  of  the  Records  of  later  days. 

Much  has  been  lost,  which  might  have  been  saved  had  this  work  been  under- 
taken thirty  years  ago. 

The  honored  name  of  Dr.  Dalcho,  who  brought  the  history  of  the  Diocese 
down  to  the  year  1820,  will  long  be  remembered  with  gratitude  by  all  South 
Carolina  Churchmen. 

Since  then  nothing  has  been  done  and  the  time  and  opportunity  are  now  at 
hand.    Will  you  embrace  it? 

If  you  have  not  the  time  for  this  work,  will  you  not  assist  Dr.  Whaley,  by 
putting  the  Registrar  in  the  way  of  obtaining  same  from  other  sources. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  P.  H.  Whaley,  D.  D.,  to  act 
as  assistant  Registrar. 

Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  read  the  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  It  was  received  and  ordered  printed 
in  the  Journal.    (Vide  Appendix  III.) 

Mr.  W.  H.  Prioleau  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Permanent  Fund.  It  was;  on  motion,  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.    (Vide  Appendix  VI.) 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
committees  in  reference  to  the  recommendations  in  the 
Bishop's  Annual  Address:  On  the  form  of  the  proposed 
memorial  to  Bishop  Capers — Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  Messrs.  J.  J. 
Lucas,  John  T.  Seibels.  On  the  Memorial  of  the  colored 
Convocation— Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay  and  Mr. 
R.  I.  Manning.  On  the  Diocesan  paper — Rev.  H.  H.  Coving- 
ton, W.  S.  Holmes,  YY.  C.  Bissell,  H.  M.  Ayer,  A.  M.  Lee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  \Y.  B.  Gordon,  representing  the  Co- 
lumbia Convocation:  it  was: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  appoint  immediately  a  committee  consisting  of 
one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Convocation  to  consider  the  de- 
sirability and  feasibility  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese.

The  Committee  on  Credentials  of  lay  delegates  begs  leave  to  report,  that 
it  has  examined  the  certificates  of  election  of  deputies.to  the  119th  Council  and 
finds  the  roll  prepared  by  the  secretary,  hereto  attached,  to  be  a  correct  list  of 
such  deputies. 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  said  certificates  of  election  are  all  in  proper 
form  as  provided  by  the  Canon. 

According  to  the  list  prepared  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  it  appears  that

St.  Paul's  Church,  Batesburg,  Lexington  County  to  be  received  as  Organized 
Missions,  and  find  that  the  said  applications,  duly  conform  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  recommend  their  admission.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPAL  RESIDENCE 
FUND. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Residence  Fund  beg  leave  to  state  in  this 
report,  that  owing  to  the  action  of  the  last  Council  meeting,  they  were  not  en- 
couraged to  solicit  funds  for  this  object  during  the  past  year  nor  to  put  in 
operation  any  plan  by  which  a  Residence  might  become  an  assured  thing, 
therefore  with  the  exception  of  the  interest  accumulating  from  the  present

fund  invested,  they  have  received  no  amounts  for  this  object.  At  present 
your  Committee  has  loaned  to  solvent  Corporations,  $2,100,  secured  by  bonds 
and  city  real  estate  mortgages,  with  good  margins,  drawing  interest  at  6  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

The  interest  has  been  paid  to  1st  of  Jan,  1909. 

They  have  deposited  in  the  National  Loan  Exchange  Bank  of  Columbia, 
$276,78,  drawing  interest  from  1st  of  April,  1909  at  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per 
annum,  credited  quarterly, 

Total  principal,  $2,376.78.  When  the  July  interest  is  paid  the  Committee 
will  draw  out  of  bank  $300  and  make  a  safe  loan  of  it  at  6  per  cent,  interest. 

The  matter  of  an  Episcopal  Residence  should  be  of  importance  to  this  Coun- 
cil and  to  our  Diocese  and  to  our  shame  be  it  said  that  we  are  one  of  the  few 
Dioceses  in  this  country  that  has  not  a  permanent  residence  for  our  Bishop. 
There  is  no  Diocese,  that  your  Committee  knows  of,  which  possesses  an  Epis- 
copal Residence,  which  is  not  occupied  by  its  Bishop. 

For  over  fourteen  years  efforts  have  been  made  to  raise  the  required  amount 
for  a  Residence  and  invariably  when  the  matter  is  brought  before  the  Council, 
the  subject  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  is  injected  to  prevent  the  consumma- 
tion of  plans,  which  would  enable  the  Diocese  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for 
our  Bishop. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  should  the  Diocese  ever  divide,  that  there  would  be 
an  equal  division  of  all  property  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  original  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  it  is  high  time  that  all  local  prejudices  should  be 
put  aside  and  that  all  church  people  with  united  efforts  should  work  heart  and 
soul  for  the  general  good  of  the  whole  Diocese. 

The  Committee  requests  that  this  council  authorize  them  to  appoint  one 
Sunday  in  the  year,  when  an  offering  might  be  taken  up  in  all  the  churches  in 
the  Diocese  for  the  Episcopal  Residence,  this  to  continue  until  either  the  Diocese 
is  divided  or  some  other  plan  is  devised  by  which  funds  may  be  secured  for  this 
object.

On  motion  Mr.  R.  W.  Davis  of  Epiphany  Church,  Laurens 
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was  excused  from  Council. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  the  University  of 
the  South  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell  from  this  Diocese.

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  the  Assist- 
ant Treasurer  and  Financial  Agent  of  this  Fund  of  the  time 
appointed  for  an  offering  for  this  fund  in  the  Diocese  request- 
ing him  to  supply  the  Clergy  with  information  and  literature 
relative  to  the  fund  one  month  before  time  of  said  stated 
offering. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  Rev.  Dr.  O.  E.  Wilkins  the 
agent  of  the  $5,000,000  Clergy  Relief  Fund  be  invited  to 
canvas  this  Diocese  in  the  interest  of  said  Fund  at  his  pleasure 
and  convenience  and  that  the  Secretary  send  the  invitation. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Lumpkin  read  the  following  which  was  received 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes : 

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  was  elected 
Chaplain  of  the  University  to  succeed  Bishop  Guerry;  Mr.  Edgar  F.  Strong 
was  elected  Headmaster  of  the  Grammar  School;  Mr.  Isaac  Ball,  an  alumus  of 
this  University  was  appointed  Classical  Master  in  the  Grammar  School, 
which  is  now  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  and  Mr.  S.  P.  Robineau  as 
Modern  Language  Assistant.  Captain  Alvan  C.  Gillem,  an  active  officer  of  the 
5th.  Cavalry,  U.  S.  A.,  has  been  detailed  as  Commandant  of  Cadets.  The 
Academy  is  now  in  a  flourishing  condition.  One  of  the  General  Staff  recently 
inspected  the  Academy  and  made  a  most  favorable  report. 

The  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson,  a  graduate  of  Oxford  University,  himself  a  native 
of  Philadelphia,  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  New  Testament  Exegesis  to  succeed 
Dr.  DuBose,  who  was  elected  Professor  Emeritus.  Mr.  Benjamin  L.  Coulson 
was  elected  Professor  of  Engineering.    He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Rensaelaer 
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Polytechnic  Institute  and  has  had  practical  experience  as  First  Assistant  to  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  L.  &  N.  R.  R.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  Dr.  Edwin  W.  Bowen  was  elected  to  succeed  the  late  Dr.  Henneman. 
Dr.  St.  George  L.  Sioussat  has  been  appointed  Dean  of  the  Department  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  in  succession  to  Dr.  Henneman. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Bridgers  of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  left  the  University  $6,000  for  the 
endowment  of  one  or  more  scholarships,  and  Mr.  Charles  Connor  of  Blooms- 
burg,  Pa.,  left  the  University  $7,500  without  conditions.  Through  the  efforts 
of  Mr.  C.  A.  Coffin,  President  of  the  General  Electric  Company,  the  sum  of 
$54,500  has  been  raised  for  general  endowment.  Through  the  efforts  of 
Sewanee  an  additional  amount  has  been  subscribed  sufficient  to  make  a  total 
of  $100,000.  Mr.  Carnegie  agreed  to  give  us  $60,000  as  soon  as  the  $100,000 
is  paid  in.  The  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  has  donated  to  the  University  a  50,000  gallon 
steel  tank  and  tower  at  a  cost  of  $3,500.  This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have  had 
a  winter  session  and  the  change  has  been  fully  justified  by  experience.  We 
have  had  practically  no  winter;  in  fact,  Sewanee  is  a  delightful  winter  climate. 

Through  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne  $6,000  was  secured  for  the  building  of  a 
new  operating  room  at  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  about  $1,500  for 
additional  heating  and  plumbing  and  a  large  supply  of  linen  and  other  necessa- 
ry articles. 

No  work  has  been  done  on  the  new  Chapel  since  the  financial  depression,  al- 
though we  are  looking  forward  to  resume  work  in  the  near  future. 

The  object  of  having  Trustees  from  each  of  the  Southern  States  is  to  get  the 
people  of  these  States  in  touch  with  Sewanee.  The  University  of  the  South  was 
started  with  a  prayer,  and  a  moneyless  faith,  but  through  its  officers  and 
trustees  the  people  have  been  told  of  its  needs,  and  of  its  ambitions,  and  today 
we  have  a  University  the  equal  of  any  in  the  South,  because  the  people  have 
helped  in  answer  to  the  prayer,  and  to  make  the  faith  a  reality. 

We  are  striving  for  greater  things,  we  must  keep  step  with  the  progress  of 
the  age,  to  do  so  we  must  continue  to  have  the  help  of  our  people,  to  feel  the 
warm  touch  of  their  love  for  Sewanee,  and  their  earnest  support  in  its  upbuild- 
ing.

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  a  synopsis  of  the  reports 
of  the  Archdeacons  be  printed  in  the  Journal  and  that  the 
reports  in  full  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church.    (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  in  behalf  of  the  Archdeacon 
of  the  Second  Convocation,  made  a  report. 
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The  Archdeacon  of  the  First  Convocation  then  made  his 
report. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  made  .his  report  as  Archdeacon  of 
colored  work.    (Vide  Appendix  VII.) 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Districts 
for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  following 
nominations  were  made: 

From  the  First  District— Rev.  0.  T.  Porcher,  Mr.  E.  P. 
Long. 

From  the  Second  District — Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  and  Mr. 
R.  I.  Manning. 

From  the  Third  District — Rev.  John  Kershaw  and  Mr.  W. 
R.  Dehon. 

Nominations  were  confirmed,  and  the  above  mentioned 
members  elected  by  ballot. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  read 
its  apportionments  upon  the  various  parishes  and  missions 
of  the  Diocese.  With  some  changes  these  were  accepted  and 
adopted  as  the  apportionments  for  the  ensuing  year.  (Vide 
Appendix  II.) 

It  was  resolved  that  the  apportionments  for  general  mis- 
sions be  the  same  as  last  year.

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  after  divine 
service  at  10  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
adopted,  after  correction. 

Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  read  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese.: 

The  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Diocese  beg  leave  to  present  the  follow- 
ing report.  That  in  the  unanimous  opinion  of  your  Committee  it  is  desirable 
to  divide  the  Diocese. 

They  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  at  once  appoint  a  Committee  consisting  of  five 
Clergymen  and  six  Laymen  who  shall  he  directed  and  fully  authorized  to  take 
the  entire  matter  under  consideration  in  all  its  aspects,  canonical,  financial 
and  otherwise;  and  to  fully  report  to  the  next  Council  its  plans  and  suggestions 
as  to  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such  division;  and  to  take  all  steps  (by  way 
of  inquiry,  canvassing  for  necessary  funds  and  otherwise)  in  order  to  accom- 
plish and  provide  for  such  division.

The  report  was  on  motion  received. 

On  motion  the  resolution  was  adopted  after  having  been 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  at  once  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of  five 
Clergymen  and  six  Laymen  who  shall  be  directed  and  fully  authorized  to  take 
the  entire  matter  of  the  advisability  and  feasibility  under  consideration  in  all 
its  aspects,  canonical,  financial  and  otherwise;  and  if  it  shall  reach  the  conclu- 
sion that  such  division  is  both  desirable  and  feasible  to  fully  report  to  the  next 
Council  its  plans  and  suggestions  as  to  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such  division; 
and  to  take  all  steps  (by  way  of  inquiry,  canvassing  for  necessary  funds,  and 
otherwise)  in  order  to  accomplish  and  provide  for  such  division. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Evison  read  the  following  report  which  was 
received. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  amend- 
ing the  proviso  in  Canon  VI,  Paragraph  3,  by  striking  out  the  word  "male," 
adopted  by  the  last  Council  awaits  final  action.  Final  action  awaits  also  the 
report  of  the  same  Committee  amending  Article  III,  Section  2,  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Sections  5,  6  and  11  of  Canon  XII  whereby  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  are  made  to  conform  to  the  action  of  Council  in  regard  to  the  title  of 
the  General  Missionary  and  of  the  Presidents  of  Convocation.  The  Special 
Committee  on  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial  is  to  report  at  this  Council.

The  following  report,  read  by  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  was 
received. 

The  special  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  in  regard  to  the  status  of  the  monthly  paper  "The  Diocese",  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  investigated  the  affair  of  the  paper  and  find  that  the 
paper  is  claimed  as  a  private  enterprise  with  no  right  of  control  vested  in 
the  Council,  and,  while  we  do  not  acquiesce  in  their  claim,  we  recommend: 

First.  That  Council  waive  all  right  of  ownership  and  control  and  that 
all  matters  published  in  the  paper  be  regarded  as  items  of  church  news. 

Second.  That  Council  rescind  its  former  action  making  the  paper  the  official 
organ  of  the  Council. 

Third.  That  Council  appropriate  ten  dollars  per  month,  payable  after  the 
appearance  of  each  issue,  for  the  publication  of  the  Bishop's  Journal  and  ap- 
pointments, the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  report  and  communications 
from  the  Church  Home. 
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Fourth.  That  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  be  urged  to  give  the  paper 
their  encouragement  and  support  recognizing  it  as  a  paper  published  in  the 
interest  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese.

On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  Church  paper 
known  as  "The  Diocese,"  be  adopted,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  to  negotiate  with  James  K.  P.  Neatherry  for  the  acquisition  of 
his  claim  of  ownership  in  said  publication,  with  authority  to  agree  for  the  pur- 
chase of  same,  and  that  after  the  consummation  of  such  purchase  the  said 
publication  shall  thenceforth  be  the  official  organ  of  the  Bishop  and  Council 
of  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  0.  T.  Porcher  the  following  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons: 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Canon  VII  be  amended  by  the  insertion  after 
the  words  "may  be  appointed"  the  words  "from  among  the  male  members  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  or  more  years"  so  that  the  said  section  shall  read  as 
follows:  "In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter  Monday, 
or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed  from  among  the  male  members 
of  the  age  of  twenty-one  or  more  years  of  two  Church  Wardens  and  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  seven  vestrymen,' '  etc. 

Unfinished  business  from  last  Council  was  taken  up.  A 
vote  by  orders  was  taken  upon  the  proposed  amendment  to 
Canon  VI.  striking  out  the  word  "male"  in  the  proviso 
which  was  adopted  at  last  Council.  The  amendment  was 
adopted  by  the  following  vote :  fourteen  Clergymen  voted  in 
the  affirmative,  seven  in  the  negative.  Seventeen  Churches 
voted  in  the  affirmative,  twelve  in  the  negative  and  one  was 
divided.

Section  5,  line  2,  strike  out  the  word  "Archdeacon"  and  substitute  the  word 
"Dean,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall 
appoint  a  Presbyter — a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  otherwise — whose 
title  shall  be  Dean,"  etc. 

Section  6,  line  7,  strike  out  the  word  "Archdeacon"  and  insert  the  word 
"Dean,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "At  all  these  meetings  the  Dean  shall 
preside." 

Section  11,  line  1,  after  the  word  "be"  and  before  the  word  "the,"  insert 
the  words  "called  the  Archdeacon,  and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties 
heretofore  assigned  to,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  Bishop  may  ap- 
point a  clergyman,  to  be  called  the  Archdeacon,  and  who  shall  be,  and  per- 
form the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to,  the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese," 
etc. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  read  the  following  report  which 
was  adopted: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  negotiating  with  Cap- 
tain S.  K.  P.  Neatherry  for  the  acquisition  of  his  entire  right,  title,  interest, 
and  claim  of  ownership  in  the  publication  known  as  the  "Diocese"  beg  leave  to 
report: 

That  they  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  Captain  Neatherry  for  the 
acquisition  of  his  entire  interest  in  said  publication  including  the  good-will, 
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subscription,  and  advertising  contracts  for  the  sum  of  $225,00,  the  Council 
assuming  the  payment  of  the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  paper  which  are 
guaranteed  not  to  exceed  $150.00. 

Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  read  the  following  report  which  was  on 
motion  received. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  under  consideration  the  several  matters  referred  to  them  and  recom- 
mend the  following:  ^ 

1st.  That  Section  2  of  Article  III.  be  amended  in  lines  1  and  2,  so  as  to  read:  A 
''The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  When  there  is  one,  the  Archdeacon,  when  J 
there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when  a  Clergymen,  and  every/ 
Presbyter,  etc. " 

2nd.  That  Canon  XIV.  be  stricken  out,  the  whole  matter  being  amply  pro- 
vided for  in  the  general  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  Canons  be  re- 
numbered accordingly. 

3rd.  In  regard  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XII.  by  which  it  is 
sought  to  reduce  the  mandatory  meetings  of  Convocation  from  two  to  one, 
the  Committee  recommends  that  inasmuch  as  provision  exists  for  the  holding 
of  other  meetings  at  the  discretion  of  Convocation  the  amendment  be  concurred 
in  so  that  Paragraph  2  of  Section  6  shall  read — '  'They  shall  meet  once  in  each 
year  in  furtherance  of,  etc".  \ 

4th.  In  regard  to  resolution  directing  the  Committee  to  report  a  Canon\ 
providing  for  and  regulating  the  election  of  delegates  to  Convocation,  the  \ 
Committee  recommends  that  the  matter  be  postponed  for  the  present  in  order  J 
to  ascertain  what  is  now  the  practice  of  the  several  Convocations  and  to  secure/ 
uniformity  among  them. 

5th.  The  Committee  report  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  the  changes 
suggested  in  Section  7  of  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution,  viz.,  to  strike  out  the 
words  "April  30  preceding"  and  to  substitute  the  words  "the  first  day  of  the 
meeting. "  \ 

6th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  last  line  in  Section  1  of  ArticleX 
VII.  of  the  Constitution  be  stricken  out  for  the  reason  that  the  right  to  call  for  | 
a  vote  by  orders  being  fully  protected  in  the  previous  part  of  the  Section,  the  J 
striking  out  of  this  line  will  relieve  the  Council  of  the  necessity  of  conducting  / 
so  many  elections  by  Orders.  ' 

7th.  With  regard  to  the  resolution  referred  to  them  seeking  to  insert  the 
words  "from  among  the  male  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years"  after 
the  words  "may  be  appointed,"  the  Committee  reports  that  inasmuch  as  the 
words  "wardens"  and  "vestrymen"  have  a  definite,  fixed,  and  settled  meaning 
the  proposed  amendment  is  unnecessary  and  therefore  they  recommend  that 
it  be  not  adopted.

The  several  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote  in  each  case — the  suggested 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  embraced  in  the  first  and 
sixth  recommendations  passing  over  to  the  next  Council  for 
final  action.  The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

The  following  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  respectfully  report,  (hat 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Chester,  an  Organized  Mission,  has  made  application  to  be 
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admitted  into  Union  with  the  Council,  the  application  being  in  due  form  com- 
plying with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  they  recommend  its 
admission.

Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd  read  the  following  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  State  of  the  Church  which  on  motion  was  received: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  having  carefully  considered  the 
Bishop's  Annual  Address  and  the  reports  turned  over  to  them  of  parishes  and 
missions  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  the  number  of  candidates  and  postulants  as  shown  by  the  Bishop's 
address,  together  with  the  accession  to  our  ranks  from  without  the  Diocese 
during  the  past  year  make  the  prospect  for  ministerial  supply  encouraging. 

We  regret  to  say  however,  that  the  state  of  affairs  gathered  from  the  parochial 
reports  is  not  encouraging. 

It  would  appear  to  your  Committee  in  view  of  the  blanks  furnished  by  the 
Secretary,  and  that  the  information  asked  for  is  not  at  all  recondite  in  its 
nature,  that  any  man  of  ordinary  common  school  education  ought  to  be  able 
to  fill  them  out  without  difficulty.  We  can  then,  only  attribute  the  condition 
of  some  of  the  reports  handed  in,  and  the  total  failure  of  many  whose  duty  it 
is  to  send  in  any  report  at  all  to  inexcusable  carelesness  and  negligence. 

Of  130  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  only  78  reports  have  been  handed 
in.  Some  of  the  reports  left  many  blank  places  unfilled.  Others  had  neglected 
to  add  up  their  columns  of  figures  thus  entailing  needless  work  upon  the  Com- 
mittee. One  parish  was  reported  as  having  47  communicants  but  only  40 
baptized  persons! 

These  are  only  a  few  illustrations  of  their  general  carelessness  and  incom- 
pleteness. 

The  number  of  reports  lacking  evidently  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  bap- 
tism, confirmations,  and  the  amount  of  money  raised  as  compared  with  the 
statistics  of  last  year. 

The  Bishop's  report,  however,  shows  396  confirmations  as  against  386  the 
preceding  year,  a  gain  of  ten. 

Your  Committee  during  the  year  have  made  inquiry  into  the  condition  of 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese,  and  have  had  reported  some  slight  progress, 
but  note  regretfully  the  great  diversity  of  systems  of  instruction  in  use. 

We  should  not  care  to  limit,  if  we  thought  this  Council  had  the  power,  the 
right  of  the  different  rectors  to  decide  what  system  of  instruction  is  best  adap- 
ted to  their  particular  Sunday  Schools,  but  we  think  it  unfortunate  that  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  systems  in  use  are  not  more  uniform. 

We  desire  to  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon  the  removal  of  the  Orphanage 
to  its  present  commodious  quarters,  and  the  invigorating  climate  of  Yorkville. 

We  note  also  as  a  cause  for  congratulation  the  efficient  management  of  the 
Porter  Academy  under  its  new  administration,  and  its  good  prospects  for  the 
future. 

In  regard  to  the  general  religious  situation  throughout  the  United  States 
we  think  the  following  considerations  worthy  of  note: — 

From  many  quarters,  both  within  and  without  the  Church,  we  hear  the  cry 
t  hat  inst  it  utional  Christianity  is  facing  a  crisis.  However  this  may  be,  we  think 
no  thoughtful  student  of  history  can  fail  to  see  that  many  powerful  elements 
are  forcing  radical  changes  in  our  social,  political,  and  religious  affairs,  whose 
final  adjustment  it  is  as  yet  impossible  to  foresee. " 

1 t  is  equally  clear  that  the  Protestant  Churches  are  doing  a  work  in  no  wise 
commensurate  with  the  truth  for  which  they  stand,  the  ability  of  the  men  in 
their  ranks,  or  the  opportunities  and  needs  of  the  age. 

One  of  the  chief  causes  of  this  failure,  we  believe  to  be  our  lack  of  unity,  a 
condition  that  every  year  makes  more  inexcusable.  The  theological  controver- 
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sies  of  the  Church's  age  of  disintegration  have  become  largely  unmeaning  to 
the  present  generation.  It  is  not  chiefly  our  real  religious  belief  as  it  is  our 
conservatism  inertia,  and  prejudice  that  keep  us  apart. 

The  central  and  mediating  position  of  our  own  church  has  long  been  recog- 
nized. 

We  recommend  that  our  delegates  to  the  next  general  convention  be  instruc- 
ted to  propose  some  action  on  the  part  of  that  body,  which  will  lead  to  a  sin- 
cere and  persistent  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  to 
bring  about  a  better  understanding,  leading  to  a  possible  union  of  all  Protestant 
bodies  in  the  United  States,  which  stand  upon  the  fundamental  verities  of  the 
Christian  religion. 

Meanwhile  there  is  need  within  our  own  borders  for  more  efficient  organiza- 
tion, and  more  effective  methods. 

We  have  watched  with  great  interest  the  developement  of  the  Emmanuel 
Movement  for  psychic  healing.  That  it  is  fraught  with  danger  in  unskillful 
or  unstable  hands  goes  without  saying,  but  that  properly  administered  the 
method  has  resulted  in  much  good,  and  has  a  large  field  of  usefulness  in  the 
future  we  do  not  doubt. 

We  think  that  some  of  our  own  churches  might  adopt  it  with  advantage. 
It  would  require  of  course  a  congregation  able  and  willing  to  supply  the  money 
for  an  adequate  clinic,  but  above  all  a  man  at  its  head  well  trained  in  modern 
psychology,  and  endowed  with  a  strong  and  magnetic  personality. 

We  think,  indeed,  that  a  course  in  modern  psychology  could  with  much  ad- 
vantage be  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  our  theological  seminaries,  and 
made  a  necessary  part  of  the  theological  candidate's  education. 
•  A  widely  recognized  danger  which  threatens  the  Church  is  in  the  dwindling 
ranks  of  its  ministry.  The  statement  is  made  that  the  ministry  of  the  Church 
no  longer  commends  itself  to  young  men  of  energy,  ability  and  earnestness 
of  purpose.  Protestantism  appears  to  have  fallen  between  two  stools.  On 
the  one  hand  the  ministry  have  no  longer  the  respect  and  influence  which  once 
pertained  to  their  official  character,  nor,  on  the  other,  do  the  churches  as  a 
rule  supply  them  with  a  man's  work  or  an  adequate  maintenance. 

We  recommend  this  their  council  pass  a  resolution  that  no  clergyman,  hav- 
ing a  family  to  support,  should  be  asked  or  allowed  to  work  in  this  Diocese  at  a 
salary  of  less  than  $1200.00  a  year. 

The  Diocese  being  at  present  without  a  general  missionary  your  committee 
would  recommend  to  the  Bishop  and  Council  the  following  plan,  or  some  mod- 
ification thereof  for  missionary  extension. 

When  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  began  his  work  of  evangelization  he  sent  his 
disciples  out  two  and  two;  when  St.  Francis  of  Assissi  inaugurated  his  revival, 
one  of  the  greatest  that  the  Church  has  known,  he  sent  his  friars  out,  literally 
without  script  or  purse,  to  preach  and  evangelize;  John  Wesley  in  his  great 
Methodist  Movement  followed  the  same  plan  with  notable  success.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  Bishop  send  out  the  ministers  of  this  Diocese,  who  are 
willing  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  hard  missionary  work  simply  for  the  cause  of 
Christ's  Kingdom.  Let  them  go  in  pairs  to  places  where  the  church  is  weak,  or  pre- 
ferably where  there  is  no  church  at  all,  and  preach  directly  to  the  people,  repre- 
senting a  sane,  balanced  and  vital  Christianity,  and  incidently  the  claims  and 
privileges  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  Let  their  actual  expenses  be  provided  for 
by  this  Council  or  the  Advancement  Society  or  in  any  other  way  deemed  ad- 
visable, though  we  think  that  with  proper  management  these  missions  could 
be  made  self-supporting.  They  could  best  be  held  in  the  Summer,  when  the 
ordinary  activity  of  the  churches  is  relaxed.  It  is  not  necessary  that  the  men 
sent  out  be  endowed  with  extraordinary  eloquence,  but  they  should  have 
earnestness  of  purpose,  and  the  power  of  making  a  simple  and  direct  appeal. 

We  believe  that  such  a  movement  would  result  quickly  in  making  our  church 
better  known,  in  eradicating  much  of  the  prejudice  against  it  among  uninformed 
people,  while  the  experience  would  be  a  liberal  education  for  the  men  engaged 
in  the  work.    Finally  to  recapitulate  it  seems  to  your  Committee  that  what  the 
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Church  needs  is  first  of  all  a  more  effective  organization  and  greater  unity. 
She  needs  also  to  understand  the  intellectual  and  moral  problems  of  the  age,  to 
re-interpret  the  fundamental  eternal  truths  of  Christianity  so  as  to  make  them 
intelligible  tomode  rn  thought,  in  touch  with  modern  life.  But  chiefly  does 
she  need  a  new  revival  of  the  old  spirit  of  Christianity,  a  revival  without  ap- 
peal to  the  clap-trap  of  standing  testifiers  and  the  mourner's  bench,  a  revival 
which  shall  embody-  the  spirit  of  Christ  himself  and  strike  deep  into  the  hearts 
of  Christians  as  well  as  outsiders,  arousing  them  to  greater  earnestness  and 
higher  standards  of  life.

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  submitted  the  following  report  which 

was  received. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial  Fund,  desire  to  state  that 
owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  removal  of  the  Orphanage  from  Charleston  and 
for  other  reasons,  they  were  not  able  to  begin  work  for  this  object  as  soon  as 
they  desired.  The  Committee  had  printed  in  "The  Diocese,"  an  address 
calling  the  attention  of  our  Church  people  to  the  importance  of  the  great  work 
we  had  in  hand.  As  it  was  impossible  for  any  member  of  the  committee  to 
make  a  personal  canvass  throughout  the  Diocese,  they  had  printed  5,000  pledge 
slips  and  sent  them  with  a  personal  letter  to  every  clergyman  or  where  there 
was  no  rector  or  missionary  in  charge  to  the  Warden  or  Treasurer,  asking  them  to 
bring  the  matter  before  their  people  and  take  up  an  offering  on  the  first  Sunday 
in  May  or  on  any  other  Sunday  for  this  object.  We  were  in  hopes  that  large 
amounts  would  be  realized  by  stating  on  the  pledges,  that  the  contributions 
could  be  paid  in  three  annual  instalments.  Your  Committee  is  somewhat 
disappointed  in  the  amount  that  has  so  far  been  raised,  but  they  do  not  be- 
lieve that  this  is  due  to  any  indifference  on  the  part  of  our  people,  but  because 
the  matter  has  not  been  properly  presented  to  them  by  the  clergy  and  again 
because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  nature  of  the  memorial,  we  believe  that  a 
personal  canvass  should  be  made  throughout  the  Diocese  by  a  special  agent  ap- 
pointed for  this  purpose.  A  number  of  Churches  have  not  yet  sent  in  the 
pledges  and  cash  which  they  have  on  hand  and  thus  our  Treasurer's  report  is 
far  from  being  complete.  We  urge  our  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  to 
bring  this  object  earnestly  before  their  congregations  on  their  return  from  this 
Council.  The  Treasurer  will  now  give  a  statement  of  all  pledges  and  cash  that 
he  has  so  far  received. 

Mr.  John  T.  Seibels  also  submitted  a  report  as  treasurer 
of  this  fund.  This  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  who  reported  that  they  had  audited  the 
account  and  found  it  correct.  The  report  showed  total 
amount  received  in  cash  1704.03  and  S341.00  in  pledges. 

The  following  report  was  on  motion  received : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BISHOP  CAPERS'  MEMORIAL. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address 
referring  to  a  memorial  to  be  erected  to  our  late  beloved  Bishop,  Rt.  Rev. 
Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  beg  leave  to  report  : 

The  removal  of  the  Church  Home  to  Yorkville  and  the  donation  thereto  by 
the  citizens  of  Yorkville  of  a  central  building  necessitates  the  revision  of  the 
decision  of  the  last  Council  as  to  the  form  of  the  proposed  memorial  to  Bishop 
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Capers.  Your  Committee  recommend  therefore  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved,  I,  That  there  be  erected  by  this  Diocese  at  the  Church  Home 
in  Yorkville  for  the  use  thereof  a  chapel,  of  a  character  worthy  to  be  a  memorial 
of  the  great  and  beloved  Bishop  who  has-  passed  to  his  reward  to  be  known  as 
"The  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial  Chapel." 

Resolved,  Second,  That  a  chancel  window  of  appropriate  design  be  placed  in 
the  Chapel  in  memory  of  the  wife  of  Bishop  Capers.

Rev.  A.  E.  Evison  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  resolu- 
tions offered  by  the  Committee  that  the  memorial  take  the 
form  of  an  Industrial  Hall.    This  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  read  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted,  on  motion. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the  books,  accounts, 
and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  those  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  find  the  same  correct  and  supported  by  proper 
vouchers. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  submit  the  following  resolution  and 
to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  Council: 

Resolved,  I.  That  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  whose  salary  is  $4,000 
per  annum,  a  levy  be  laid  upon  each  Church  and  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Council  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  two  per  cent.  (2%)  on  the  current  expenses 
(including  salaries,  fuel,  etc.)  of  each  Church  or  Parish;  and  also  that  a  sum 
equivalent  to  two  per  cent.  (2%)  on  the  current  expenses  of  each  Church 
or  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council  be  levied  upon  each  such  Church  or  Parish 
for  the  current  and  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Council,  embracing  the  following 
items,  to  wit: 

(1)  For  general  expenses  of  the  Council  $750.00; 

(2)  For  the  expenses  of  the  Standing  Committee  $100.00 

(3)  For  the  payment  to  Mr.  J.  K.  P.  Neatherry  for  his  interest  in  "The 
Diocese"  $375.00 

(4)  For  expenses  of  the  editorial  management  of  "The  Diocese,"  including 
clerical  assistance,  $200.00 

(5)  For  clerical  help  for  the  Bishop  $200. 

(6)  For  services  of  Dr.  W.  M.  Prioleau  as'Treasurer  pro  tern,  of  the  Diocese 
$25.00. 

That  said  levy  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  made  by  the  various 
Parishes  as  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  1908. 

(II)  That  the  Treasurer  notify  the  Churches  and  Parishes  as  soon  as  the 
assessments  shall  have  been  made,  of  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  them,  and 
that  the  Parishes  and  Missions  be  urged  to  pay  their  assessments  on  or  before 
October  1,  1909. 

(III)  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Bishop's  Common 
Fund  do  publish  in  the  "Diocese"  monthly  reports  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  each  fund,  showing  the  total  amount  of  assessments  of  each  Parish 
or  Church,  the  amount  paid  by  each  Parish  or  Church,  and  the  balance  due 
by  each.

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Council  then  listened  to  addresses  by  Rev.  R.  W.  Patton, 
Secretary  of  the  Fourth  Missionary  Department,  and  Rev. 
Haskell  DuBose  and  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  representing  re- 
spectively the  University  of  the  South  and  the  Porter  Aca- 
demy. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Bissell  read  the  following  report  which  was 
adopted  with  proviso  that  the  question  of  the  power  of  the 
Bishop  to  appoint  the  Editor  be  held  in  abeyance : 

The  special  committee  on  the  status  of  the  monthly  paper,  "The  Diocese," 
beg  leave  to  recommend: 

First,  That  for  the  ensuing  year  appointment  of  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington 
by  the  Bishop,  as  Editor  of  the  "Diocese,"  be  confirmed. 

Second,  That  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  together  with  Messrs.  Mark  Reynolds, 
Richard  Singleton  and  W.  Percy  Smith,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  take  entire 
charge  of  the  business  management  of  the  paper  for  the  ensuing  year  and  that 
said  committee  be  instructed  to  make  recommendations  at  the  next  Council 
for  its  permanent  management. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  4:30  P.  M. 
Council  reassembled  at  4:30  P.  M. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Lee  read  the  following  report  which  was  received: 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHURCH  HOME. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  beg  leave  to  present  to  the  Church  Home,  and  also 
thereafter  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  this,  its  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  April  30th,  1909: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  a  good  deal  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  Church 
Home,  and  there  has  also  been  much  planning  for  future  enlargement. 

With  a  feeling  of  gratitude,  the  Trustees  report  a  prosperous  year,  and  the 
promise  of  enlarged  future  usefulness,  for  both  the  Orphanage  and  the  Home 
for  the  aged  ladies  of  the  Church. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  during  Bishop  Capers'  lifetime,  a  committee  had  been 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  under  consideration  the  advisability  of 
removing  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage  from  its  present  location,  to  some 
other  more  suitable  for  its  work.  Of  this  Committee  Mr.  Manning  was  made 
Chairman. 

Another  Committee  was  also  appointed  to  examine  into  the  legality  of  the 
.removal  of  either  or  both  of  the  institutions  from  Charleston,  where  they  had 
been  previously  located.  The  information  obtained  by  this  Committee  on 
the  subject  was  reported  to  the  Trustees,  who  passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect, 
that  no  legal  difficulty  whatever  existed,  and  that  it  was  a  mere  question  of 
expediency. 

Acting  upon  this,  the  Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  taking  under 
consideration  the  proposed  removal,  immediately  entered  upon  its  duties. 
Their  work  was  accomplished  most  carefully  and  thoroughly  by  them.  The 
public  was  informed  of  the  proposed  removal,  and  many  suggestions  were  re- 
ceived, entirely  unsolicited,  to  the  effect  that  various  localities  would  be  glad 
to  have  the  Orphanage  located  in  their  vicinity,  and  would  assist  towards  this 
end.  The  Committee  took  these  offers  under  consideration,  and  a  sub-com- 
mittee, consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Manning,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher,  went

to  various  points  in  the  State,  namely  Columbia,  Winnsboro,  Rion,  Spartan- 
burg, Greenwood,  Greenville  and  Yorkville,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  into 
the  localities,  and  into  the  offers  which  had  been  made  by  the  people. 

On  Nov.  20th,  1908,  this  Committee  presented  a  full  report  and  stated  that 
the  offer  of  the  City  of  Yorkville  was  by  far  the  most  preferable.  This  City 
offered  the  old  King's  Mountain  Military  Academy  with  some  11  acres,  and  also 
some  subscriptions.  In  addition  to  this,  Mr.  W.  B.  Moore,  a  generous  and 
public  spirited  citizen  of  Yorkville,  agreed  to  donate  to  the  Church  Home 
$4,000.00  as  an  endowment,  and  the  City  Council  also  offered  free  lights,  water 
and  sewerage  for  a  number  of  years,  and  the  physicians  of  Yorkville  tendered 
their  medical  and  surgical  advice.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  offers 
made  would  easily  amount  in  value  to  some  $30,000,00.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  adjoining  property  might  be  obtained  at  moderate  prices,  some  25  to 
30  acres. 

This  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  by  the  Trustees,  who  determined 
to  remove  the  Orphanage  department  .of  the  Church  Home  to  Yorkville ;  and  to 
retain  the  Church  Home  for  old  ladies  in  Charleston. 

These  plans  are  being  perfected,  and  the  property  at  Yorkville  is  being  im- 
proved and  made  ready  for  occupancy;  and  if  nothing  happens  it  is  hoped  that 
sometime  in  May  or  June  the  children  will  be  removed  there. 

Additional  land  has  also  been  purchased,  so  that  the  Church  Home  now  finds 
itself  in  possession  and  ownership  of  this  splendid  property,  and  also  of  some- 
thing like  40  or  50  acres  of  land. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  the  Committee  which  had  the  matter 
in  charge,  and  especially  to  Mr.  Manning,  the  Chairman,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher, 
who  have  been  untiring  in  their  personal  efforts  to  carry  the  matter  through  to  a 
successful  conclusion. 

While  there  was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  a  number  of  the  trustees,  that  the 
Orphanage  should  not  be  removed  from  Charleston,  still  as  this  has  been  de- 
termined upon,  the  Trustees  cannot  but  feel,  as  a  body,  that  a  fine  property 
has  been  secured  for  the  Orphanage,  and  that  its  life  in  the  new  locality  starts 
full  of  hope,  and  auspicious  promise  for  the  future. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  should  be  observed,  that  it  is  by  no  means  the  intention 
of  the  Trustees  in  any  way  to  slur  the  work  connected  with  the  old  ladies  of  the 
Church.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  been  determined  to  retain  in  Charleston  this 
Home,  and  to  establish  it  upon  a  broader  and  wider  foundation.  The  Home 
will  be  located  either  at  the  old  Orphanage  building,  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be 
determined  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  who  has  the  matter  in  charge.  It 
is  the  desire  of  the  Trustees  to  make  the  Home  for  the  old  ladies  of  the  Church, 
as  attractive  and  well-conducted  as  the  Orphanage  department  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

In  order  to  carry  out  all  the  plans,  including  the  removal  of  the  children  to. 
Yorkville,  the  re-establishment  of  the  Home  for  old  ladies  of  the  Church  in 
Charleston,  and  the  disposition  of  some  of  the  funds  on  hand  for  this  purpose,  the 
Bishop  appointed  a  committee,  who  should  have  charge  of  the  matter.  The  com- 
mittee is  as  follows:  R.  I.  Manning,  Chairman,  Thos.  Pinckney,  and  A.  M.  Lee. 
This  Committee  has  entered  actively  upon  its  duties,  and  as  already  stated,  if 
nothing  happens,  the  Orphanage  will  be  established  at  Yorkville  in  the  next 
thirty  days.  And  when  it  shall  have  been  gotten  well  under  way,  the  attention 
of  the  Committee  will  be  immediately  directed  towards  the  establishment  of 
the  Home  for  old  ladies  in  Charleston.  Each  institution  will  receive  equal  care 
and  devotion  at  their  hands. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Church  Home,  which  took  place  on  Nov.  20th,  1908, 
there  was  offered  and  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  suitable  resolutions  with  regard 
to  the  death  of  the  beloved  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Ellison 
Capers,  D.  D.  These  resolutions  suggested  and  recommended  that  a  memorial 
in  the  shape  of  a  building  or  otherwise,  be  devoted  to  the  memory  of  Bishop 
Capers,  and  that  it  was  desirable  that  this  memorial  be  connected  with  the 
Orphanage  and  children  of  the  Church,  to  which  the  Bishop,  during  his  life- 
time, had  been  such  a  loving  friend  and  guide.    A  similar  resolution  was  sub- 
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sequently  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Church. 

Accordingly,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Church,  to  devote  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  Bishop  Capers  such  proper  and  fitting  memorial,  in  connection  with  the 
Orphanage  work  and  institution,  as  may  set  forth  and  perpetuate  his  memory. 

During  the  year,  and  in  order  to  meet  changed  conditions  and  plans  for  the 
future,  the  By-laws  of  the  Church  Home  were  considerably  amended,  and  they 
will  be  found  set  out  in  full  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Institution.  It  is  deemed  ad- 
visable that  these  should  be  known  to  the  people  of  the  Church,  and  accordingly, 
if  convenient,  they  will  be  published  along  with  the  present  report. 

During  the  year  the  Chaplain  of  the  Institution,  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  having 
accepted  a  call  elsewhere,  removed  from  Charleston,  and  the  Bishop  appointed 
in  his  place  as  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  F.  Harriman  Harding.  Mr.  Harding  has 
entered  with  devotion  upon  his  duties. 

During  the  year,  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  having  removed  from  the  Diocese, 
tendered  his  resignation,  and  Mr.  Win.  M.  Bird  also  resigned  as  a  trustee.  Mr. 
Witsell  was  one  of  the  Trustees  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  Mr.  Bird 
was  one  of  those  elected,  under  the  By-laws,  by  the  Church  Home. 

The  reports  of  the  various  officers  of  the  Institution  will  doubtless  be  pre- 
sented to  the  meeting  which  is  to  take  place  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  and  if  in 
time,  they  will  be  embodied  as  addenda  to  this  report  of  the  Trustees. 

It  may  not  be  improper  however,  to  state  here,  that  these  reports  will  all 
show  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  the  Orphanage.  The  health  has  been 
good,  the  offerings  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  and  public  have  been  generous, 
and  there  is  evidenced  a  constantly  widening  and  increasing  interest  in  the 
Institution. 

Above  all,  do  we  take  pleasure  in  noting  the  great  devotion  of  all  the  officers 
of  the  Institution,  and  especially  the  continued  services  on  the  part  of  our  at- 
tending physician,  Dr.  W.  P.  Cornell,  and  the  untiring  devotion  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Deaconess  Gadsden;  to  them  all  the  Diocese  is  greatly  indebted,  and 
under  their  care  the  Institution  has  prospered. 

The  Trustees  conclude  this  report  by  extending  their  thanks  and  those  of  the 
Institution  to  all  the  various  friends,  both  within  and  without  the  Church,  by 
whose  generous  assistance  the  Home  and  Orphanage  have  passed  through  a 
very  favorable  year. 

With  the  changes  and  improvements  which  are  now  taking  place,  and  with 
the  establishment  of  the  Orphanage  at  Yorkville  and  the  Old  Ladies'  Home  at 
Charleston,  the  Trustees  confidently  believe  that  both  Institutions  will  be 
entering  upon  a  wider  and  more  successful  and  useful  existence.

this  fund  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable  chapel  as  a  memorial  to  Bishop 
Capers." 


The  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  read  the  following  report.  It  was 
adopted  as  the  action  of  Council. 
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Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the  Convocation  of 
Colored  Workers  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the 
same  and  recommend  that  the  petition  to  allow  them  to  organize  themselves 
into  a  separate  Council  be  granted.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  hereby  declares 
its  willingness  and  intention  to  surrender  its  rights,  granted  by  Article  III.  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  elect  annually  two 
Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  provided  that  the  other  Dioceses  having  similar 
rights  under  the  said  Constitution  agree  to  make  a  like  surrender. 

Rev.  R.  G.  Shannonhouse  was  elected  a  Trustee  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote :

Resolved,  That  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  have  printed  1000 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council,  and  that  the  Constitution,  Canons  and 
Rules  of  Order  be  included. 

Resolved,  That  in  anticipation  of  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in 
Greenville,  May  18,  this  Council  sends  its  cordial  greetings  and  bids  them  a 
hearty  godspeed  in  their  work. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  to-day's  session  being  read  and 
approved,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

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Bishop's  Annual  Address. 

119th  COUNCIL,  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Spartanburg,  May  11th,  12th  13th,  1909. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

It  is  with  very  sincere  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  to  this  119th  Council  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

NECROLOGY. 

Before  I  give  an  account  of  my  official  acts  and  address  you  upon  matters 
of  more  than  local  interest,  it  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  make  mention  here 
those  of  our  Bishops  and  Clergy  who  have  departed  hence  in  the  Lord.  The 
Diocese  has  cause  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Webster,  Ph.  D.,  Mission- 
ary in  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Chester,  Winnsboro  and  Ridgeway.  Dr. 
Webster  died  on  Sunday  July  12th,  at  his  home  at  Chester.  I  regret  exceed- 
ingly that  my  absence  from  the  Diocese  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  with 
him  in  his  last  illness.  Although  I  made  but  one  visitation  to  the  Parishes 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  Webster,  I  wish  here  to  bear  my  testimony  to  his  faith- 
fulness, and  to  the  high  esteem  and  affectionate  regard  in  which  he  was  held, 
not  only  by  his  own  people,  but  by  those  of  other  Christian  bodies.  In  his 
death  the  Diocese  has  lost  a  man  of  scholarly  attainments,  a  faithful  priest, 
and  a  devoted  missionary. 

In  recalling  the  names  of  those  who  have  passed  from  us  to  their  great  re- 
ward we  must  not  fail  to  mention  here  the  wife  of  our  late  beloved  Bishop, 
Charlotte  Palmer  Capers  who  departed  this  life  on  August  13th,  1908  at  her  home 
in  Columbia.  In  her  death  not  only  her  immediate  family  but  the  Church  in 
South  Carolina  has  sutained  a  great  loss. 

It  is  impossible  to  think  of  this  estimable  lady  apart  from  her  distinguished 
husband.  These  two  choice  spirits  were  united  in  all  the  deeper  realities  of 
life  which  go  to  make  an  ideal  union.  The' splendid  qualities  of  Mrs.  Capers' 
mind  and  heart  enabled  her  to  identify  herself  fully  with  her  husband  in  his 
work  and  to  share  all  his  hopes  and  plans. 

Her  knowledge  of  conditions  in  the  Diocese,  her  extraordinary  insight  into 
character,  her  excellent  judgment  and  remarkable  self-poise  made  her  a  most 
capable  and  invaluable  co-laborer  and  helpmeet. 

Death  had  no  terrors  for  her  brave  and  steadfast  spirit.  Nay,  she  welcomed 
death  as  an  angel  of  light  whose  coming  meant  that  the  long  night  of  pain  and 
anguish  was  ended  and  the  eternal  day  which  knows  no  night  had  begun. 

It  will  always  be  a  matter  of  regret  to  me  that  I  did  not  learn  of  her  death 
in  time  to  attend  her  funeral  and  show  by  my  presence  the  esteem  and  love  in 
which  I  held  her. 

On  October  23rd,  1908  and  in  the  71st  year  of  his  age  at  his  home  at  Shand- 
on  (Columbia,  S.  C.)  the  Rev.  LeGrand  Felder  Guerry  entered  into  that  rest 
which  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God.  The  record  of  his  life  labors  has  been 
reported  elsewhere  in  the  columns  of  "The  Diocese"  by  one  who  could  more 
appropriately  speak  of  him  than  myself.  "Well  done  thou  good  and  faith- 
ful servant  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

But  the  record  of  our  losses  as  a  Diocese  does  not  stop  here. 

It  is  with  genuine  sorrow  that  I  record  here  the  death  of  my  esteemed  friend, 
Mr.  Francis  A.  Mitchell,  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age,  at  his  home  in  Charleston 
on  April  15th.    For  more  than  thirty  years  Mr.  Mitchell  served  the  Diocese 
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of  South  Carolina  as  its  treasurer  with  conspicuous  ability  and  faithfulness  in 
the  discharge  of  every  duty  connected  with  that  important  office.  He  was  for 
a  long  time  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy.  He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  and  continuously  for  thirty  years  a  member  of  this  Council.  At 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  of  which 
he  was  a  member,  the  unusual  compliment  was  paid  him  by  his  rector  and  fel- 
low churchmen,  with  the  approval  of  his  Bishop,  of  making  him  "Warden 
Emeritus' '  of  the  Church  which  he  had  served  so  long  and  faithfully.  The 
bare  statement  of  these  facts  speaks  more  eloquently  than  any  words  of  mine 
of  his  earnest  faith  and  consecration  to  the  service  of  his  Divine  Lord  and  Mas- 
ter. 

The  American  Church  has  lost  three  of  her  Bishops  within  the  past  year. 
In  common  with  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  we  have 
cause  to  mourn  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Codman  Potter,  D.  D.,  L.  L. 
D.,  who  departed  this  life  on  July  1st,  1908,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age.  Bishop 
Potter  was  not  only  a  great  ecclesiastic,  he  was  a  great  citizen.  No  Bishop  of 
the  Church  has  written  with  truer  wisdom  and  insight  into  social  and  industrial 
conditions  than  the  distinguished  and  scholarly  Bishop  of  New  York.  In 
the  House  of  Bishops  his  position  as  a  leader  was  easily  recognized,  and  his 
opinion  was  always  deferred  to  by  his  fellow-bishops.  It  may  be  said  that  the 
time  has  not  yet  come  to  estimate  correctly  all  that  his  episcopate  stands  for, 
but  of  one  thing  we  are  sure,  that  he  labored  throughout  to  make  the  American 
Church  the  Church  of  all  People,  and  to  commend  it  to  the  favorable  consider- 
ation of  men  of  all  races  and  tongues  in  the  most  cosmopolitan  city  of  the  world. 

On  November  15th  the  Missionary  District  of  Western  Colorado  lost  its 
newly  consecrated  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  J.  Knight,  after  a  brief 
episcopate  of  less  than  ten  months.  A  man  of  rare  spiritual  insight  and  power, 
full  of  zeal  for  the  Master's  service,  he  literally  wore  himself  out  in  the  first 
months  of  his  episcopate,  by  the  whole-souled  manner  in  which  he  threw  him- 
self into  the  work  of  his  large  and  difficult  field,  and  attempted  more  than  his 
strength  could  bear. 

On  March  19th  at  his  home  at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  the  Rt.  Rev.  George  D. 
Gillespie,  D.  D.  departed  this  life  in  the  90th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  34th 
of  his  episcopate.  For  31  years  he  administered  his  great  Diocese  without  an 
assistant.  He  was  much  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him,  and  was  not  only  es- 
teemed for  the  saintliness  of  his  character,  but  for  his  numerous  writings  on 
religious  and  devotional  subjects. 

We  cannot  close  this  brief  sketch  of  the  fathers  and  leaders  of  the  Church, 
whose  death  we  have  cause  to  mourn  without  paying  a  deserved  tribute  to  the 
late  beloved  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Thomas, 
who  departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  Philadelphia,  on  April  21st  last.  It  is 
impossible  in  the  short  space  allowed  me  to  do  justice  either  to  the  greatness 
of  his  character,  or  to  the  permanent  value  of  his  work  as  Treasurer  to  the  Board 
of  Missions.  While  a  liberal  contributor  to  his  own  parish  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Apostles,  Philadelpdia,  and  for  42  years  superintendent  of  its  Sunday 
School,  his  sympathy  and  his  generosity  knew  no  bounds.  Hundreds  of  strug- 
gling missions  throughout  the  United  States,  Missionary  Bishops  in  the  for- 
eign field,  schools  and  hospitals  all  over  the  world  have  been  helped  by  his 
timely  and  liberal  benefactions.  He  not  only  gave  his  money  to  the  mission- 
ary work  of  the  church,  but  he  gave  himself — the  best  of  his  unwonted  admin- 
istrative talents  and  his  wide  business  experience  to  the  extension  of  Christ's 
Kingdom. 

POSTULANTS. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  admitted  as  Postulants,  Robert  Emmit  Gribbin, 
student  at  the  College  of  Charleston;  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin,  of  Chicago,  a  student 
in  the  Academic  Department  at  Sewanee;  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  of  Tuscaloo- 
sa, Ala.,  now  pursuing  a  post-graduate  course  at  Harvard  University. 
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Other  postulants  previously  admitted, — James  M.  Stoney,  Camden,  S.  C, 
Albert  Bramwell  Bennett,  Mobile,  Ala.  In  addition  to  these  we  have  two  col- 
ored Postulants,  Julian  Aaron  Simkins,  of  Aiken,  S.  C,  and  Julian  Clyde  Perry, 
of  Columbia,  S.  C,  both  pursuing  their  studies  at  St.  Augustine  School,  Ra- 
leigh, N.  C 

CANDIDATES  FOR  HOLY  ORDERS. 

The  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  from  this  Diocese  are  Edward  Bryan  An- 
drews, Roberts  P.  Johnson,  Clark  Waring,  Jr.,  who  are  pursuing  their  stud- 
ies at  Sewanee.  Also  Henry  Cook  Salmond,  at  the  General  Theological  Sem- 
inary, New  York;  John  Hanckel  Taylor,  at  Alexandria  Seminary,  Va.;  Clarence 
Prentice  Parker,  acting  Lay  Reader  at  Laurens  and  Newberry;  John  B.  Elli- 
ott, at  the  Payne  Divinity  School,  Virginia.  In  all  we  have  14  Postulants  and 
Candidates,  and  2  Deacons  applying  to  be  advanced  to  the  Priesthood.  You 
will  see  from  this  that  the  outlook  in  South  Carolina  for  a  native  clergy  is  dis- 
tinctly encouraging.  I  venture  the  assertion  that  in  the  number  of  her  Post- 
ulants and  Candidates,  South  Carolina  stands  second  to  no  other  Southern 
Diocese,  unless  it  be  Virginia. 

ORDINATIONS. 

On  June  17th,  1908,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  I 
ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Hope  Henry  Lumpkin.  On  October  4th, 
1908  in  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  the  Rev. 
Jesse  D.  Lykes.  In  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  on  September  18th,  1908,  I 
ordered  Jacob  R.  Jones,  Deacon,  and  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  on 
September  20th  I  ordered  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss,  Deacon. 

DEPOSITIONS. 

Acting  under  the  provisions  of  Canon  31  of  the  General  Canons,  in  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  on  June  4th,  1908,  in  the  presence  of  Rev.  Robt. 
Wilson,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  S.  Cary  Beckwith,  I  deposed  from  the  Ministry,  upon 
their  written  request,  Halbert  M.  Palmer,  Deacon;  Basil  B.  Tyler,  Deacon,  and 
Joseph  C.  Hall,  Presbyter;  on  March  11th,  1909,  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Char- 
leston, acting  upon  the  provisions  of  the  same  Canon,  and  upon  his  written 
request,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  S.  Carey 
Beckwith,  I  deposed  from  the  ministry  Chas.  Irwin  Smith,  Presbyter. 

MISSIONS  ORGANIZED. 

Acting  under  Canon  2  of  the  Diocesan  Canon,  on  February  13th,  1909,  I  or- 
ganized St.  James'  Church,  Greenville,  as  a  Mission. 

CHURCHES  CONSECRATED. 

On  October  25th,  1908,  I  consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Columbia.    On  April  25th,  1909,  I  consecrated  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Greenville. 

As  to  the  rest  of  my  official  acts,  such  as  presiding  over  various  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  meetings  of  Con- 
vocations, and  Boards  of  Trustees,  etc.,  these  have  already  been  fully  reported 
in  the  columns  of  "The  Diocese"  and  therefore  need  not  be  reported  here. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

There  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  changes  in  the  Diocese  since  I  last  ad- 
dressed you.  Some  have  come  whom  we  are  glad  to  welcome  here,  and  others 
have  left  us  whom  we  are  sorry  to  lose.  The  following  clergy  have  been  re- 
ceived into  the  Diocese  within  the  past  year: 
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The  Rev.  John  E.  H.  Galbraith,  in  charge  of  all  Saints,  Waccamaw,  and 
Prince  Frederick,  Pee  Dee,  with  their  associated  missions  for  both  white  and 
colored. 

The  Rev.  Francis  W.  Ambler,  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Summerville,  Rev. 
Francis  H.  Harding,  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley, 
D.  D.,  Christ  Church,  Charleston,  and  Trinity,  Edisto,  Rev.  Wallace  Car- 
nahan,  of  St.  Matthias,  Summerton,  and  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford 
Springs. 

The  Rev.  L.  E.  Hubard,  of  Clemson,  Pendleton,  Seneca  and  Walhalla. 
The  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  D.  B.,  newly  elected  rector  of  the  Porter  Mili- 
tary Academy. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  lately  of  Wytheville,  Va.,  who  has  accepted 
a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  and  entered  upon  his  du- 
ties. We  extend  him  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  our  Diocese,  and  are  glad 
that  he  was  able  to  take  charge  of  this  Parish  in  time  to  be  with  us  during  the 
sessions  of  this  Council. 

We  have  thus  added  eight  clergy  to  our  staff  within  a  year,  by  accessions 
from  without  the  Diocese.  These,  with  the  two  deacons  ordained  to  the 
Priesthood,  represent  an  increase  of  ten  clergy  to  our  working  force. 

While  not  as  yet  canonically  resident  we  ought  to  report  here  that  the  Rev. 
Robt.  A.  Chace  of  Chicago,  has  taken  charge  for  six  months  of  the  churches 
at  Winnsboro  and  Ridgeway,  and  I  hope  that  this  arrangement  will  result  in 
his  canonical  transference  to  this  Diocese  within  a  short  time.  By  losses  due 
to  removals  from  the  Diocese  within  the  past  year,  I  regret  to  have  to  report 
the  following:  The  Rev.  H.  Judah  Mikell,  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee;  Rev.  J. 
J.  Cornish,  to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama;  Rev.  James  Magruder  to  the  Diocese 
of  Lexington;  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  Rev.  W.  E. 
Calender  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  five  men  whom  we  could  ill  afford  to  lose, 
but  for  every  one  we  have  lost,  there  have  been  two  added  to  take  his  place. 


Of  changes  within  the  Diocese,  not  included  in  the  above,  I  beg  to  report  the 
following:  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall  has  accepted  the  position  of  City  Mission- 
ary in  Charleston;  Rev.  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the 
work  at  Grahamville,  McPhersonville  and  Strawberry  Chapel. 

Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  has  resigned  St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville,  to  be- 
come Archdeacon  of  the  Colored  work. 

Rev.  H.  H.  Lumpkin  has  taken  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Darlington,  Soc- 
iety Hill  and  Hartsville;  Rev.  Albert  S.  Thomas,  of  Cheraw  and  Bennettsville; 
Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the  Colored  Missions  at  Peak 
and  Eastover. 

Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  has  resigned  his  position  as  General  Missionary  and  taken 
charge  of  the  Churches  at  Yorkville,  Chester,  Blacksburg  and  Gaffney. 

Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  has  accepted  a  call  to  Rock  Hill  and  Lancaster,  and 
will  take  charge  as  soon  as  his  health  permits.

OUR  DIOCESAN  PAPER. 

The  financial  status  of  our  Church  paper  "The  Diocese"  gives  me  some  con- 
cern. When  Mr.  Witsell  resigned  as  editor,  and  accepted  a  call  to  Mississippi, 
he  left  the  paper  in  debt  for  the  last  three  issues,  to  the  amount  of  about  $157.00. 
I  am  anxious  that  the  new  editor,  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington,  who  has  just  taken 
charge,  should  enter  upon  his  duties  unencumbered  by  any  back  debts.  He 
and  I  together  have  gone  over  the  books  with  the  business  manager,  Mr.  Neath- 
erry,  and  while  the  financial  condition  is  serious,  yet,  if  all  outstanding  sub- 
scriptions are  paid  up  in  full,  we  would  have  enough  to  meet  our  obligations. 
The  paper  has  a  circulation  of  only  1200  subscribers  out  of  9,000  communicants. 
This,  it  seems  to  me  is  a  very  small  proportion.  We  ought  to  be  able  easily 
to  increase  this  number  to  at  least  2,000.  The  paper  has  shown  itself  to  be  an 
indispensable  medium  of  communication  within  the  Diocese,  and  deserves  to 
be  more  generously  supported.  I  hope  some  action  will  be  taken  at  this  meet- 
ing to  wipe  out  our  deficit  of  $157.00,  and  to  put  the  paper  upon  a  sound  finan- 
cial basis. 

CLERGY  RELIEF  SOCIETY. 

In  looking  over  the  last  council  address  of  my  esteemed  predecessor,  I  note 
that  he  calls  special  attention  to  the  claims  of  the  Clergy  Relief  Society,  both 
of  the  General  Church,  and  of  our  own  in  South  Carolina.  I  desire  now  to 
make  the  language  of  that  address  my  own,  and  to  bring  this  matter  once  more 
to  your  attention.  We  have  in  this  Diocese  a  Clergy  Relief  Society,  which  is 
charged  with  a  double  duty.  It  not  only  furnishes  aid  to  infirm  and  disabled 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  but  also  assists  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergy 
who  have  been  members  of  the  Society  during  their  life  time.  The  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Society,  as  given  in  their  last  report  are  as  follows:  For  the  re- 
lief of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergy,  $64,165.14.    Besides  this,  there 
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is  what  is  known  as  the  Francis  Wither's  Fund,  of  $42,293.25,  for  infirm  and 
disabled  clergy.  The  Society  has  on  its  list  16  beneficiaries.  It  has  a  member- 
ship of  only  14  clerical,  and  26  lay  members.  Of  these  26  laymen,  only  2  are 
outside  of  Charleston.  Whitsunday  is,  the  day  appointed  by  Council  for  a 
general  offering  to  be  taken  up  throughout  the  Diocese  for  the  Clergy  Relief 
Society,  and  yet  notwithstanding  that  this  is  a  Diocesan  requirement,  the  Treas- 
urer reports  last  year  that  not  more  than  4  or  5  parishes  took  up  any  offering 
for  this  purpose.  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  secure  from  the  president  of  the 
Society,  Major  Henry  E.  Young,  the  amounts  contributed  by  the  parishes  since 
1905  — 


These  are  small  amounts  for  a  whole  Diocese  to  contribute  in  one  year  to  so 
worthy  an  object.  When  we  remember  that  the  annual  fee  for  membership 
for  the  clergy  in  only  $5.00,  and  for  the  laity  only  $10.00,  it  does  seem  as  if 
the  membership  could  be  increased,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Society  enlarged. 
I  do  not  see  why  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese  should  not  become  a  member 
of  this  Society.  $5.00  a  year  is  little  enough  to  pay  for  an  annuity  that  ranges 
anywhere  from  $100  to  $300,  and  even  more.  Those  of  us  who  are  making  sac- 
rifices to  carry  additional  life  insurance,  could  not  find  a  better  way  to  invest 
our  money  for  the  protection  of  our  families  than  by  becoming  members  of 
this  venerable  Society. 


Nor  must  we  forget,  in  our  desire  to  build  up  our  own  Diocesan  Institution, 
the  claims  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Society,  of  which  the  Rev.  Alfred  P. 
McClure,  of  Philadelphia,  is  the  Secretary.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  whole 
question  of  the  relief  and  support  of  our  old  and  disabled  clergy  and  of  their 
families  is  receiving  more  attention  from  the  Church  at  large  than  ever  before 
in  her  history. 

Where  the  clergy  are  so  directly  concerned,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the 
widespread  apathy  and  seeming  indifference  of  so  many  of  them  to  the  vital 
importance  of  this  subject.  If  any  offering  is  to  be  ta,ken  up  in  your  churches 
during  the  year,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  let  it  be  this.  In  the  name  of  our 
departed  clergy  and  their  dependent  families,  I  urge  upon  you  a  more  general 
observance  of  the  days  set  apart  by  this  Council  for  Stated  Offerings.  The 
Church  in  South  Carolina  has  appointed  Quinquagesima  Sunday  as  the  day 
when  an  offering  is  to  be  taken  up  for  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Society,  and 
Whitsunday  for  our  own  Society.  This  is  not  a  matter  which  is  left  to  the 
individual  Clergyman's  choice  or  preference.  No  man  can  be  considered  loyal 
to  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  who  does  not  strive  to  carry  out  a  general  pro- 
vision and  Standing  Resolution  of  this  Council.  Nor  can  the  Church  in  South 
Carolina  afford  to  be  placed  in  the  rather  absurd  light  of  appointing  certain 
days  for  Stated  Offerings,  and  having  them  ignored  by  the  great  majority  of 
her  clergy. 


Since  I  made  my  last  report  on  the  Colored  Work,  I  have  appointed  Rev.  A. 
E.  Cornish,  Archdeacon.  I  am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  Cornish  for  coming  to 
my  assistance  at  a  time  when  I  was  beginning  to  realize  the  impossibility  of 
giving  this  department  of  the  Church's  work  the  time  and  attention  which  it 
requires.  There  are  a  number  of  reasons  which  have  influenced  me  to  appoint 
a  white  man  to  this  important  position,  rather  than  one  of  our  own  colored 
clergy.  The  chief  of  which  is  the  hope  that  Mr.  Cornish  may  be  able  to  obtain 
a  hearing  for  the  cause  which  he  represents  in  the  white  churches  of  the  Diocese.

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A  white  man  could  do  this  much  better  than  a  negro.  Heretofore  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  those  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  negro  work  in  this 
Diocese  to  seek  for  financial  support  chiefly  from  our  friends  at  the  North,  but 
while  I  think  that  they  of  the  North  have  a  responsibility  to  discharge  for  the 
negro,  as  well  as  we  of  the  South,  and  should  therefore  contribute  their  share, 
to  the  solution  of  a  problem  which  they,  as  well  as  we,  have  helped  to  create,  yet, 
it  is  primarily  our  responsibility,  and  not  that  of  our  Northern  neighbor.  It 
has  been  said  time  and  again  in  every  Southern  newspaper,  and  repeated  upon 
the  hustings  that  the  Southern  white  man  is  the  negro's  best  friend;  what  I 
propose  to  do  in  South  Carolina  is  to  put  this  statement  to  the  test  of  actual 
experiment.  I  can  conceive  of  no  better  way  in  which  we,  as  churchmen,  can 
show  our  friendship  for  the  negro,  than  by  giving  him  the  privileges  and  bless- 
ings of  the  church  to  which  we  belong,  and  of  inculcating  in  him 
those  principles  of  sound  morality  and  religious  instruction  which  form 
so  conspicuous  a  feature  of  our  Church  Catechism  and  Book  of  Common 
Prayer.  Of  the  value  of  religious  instruction  at  the  hands  of  competent 
and  faithful  teachers  through  a  system  of  parochial  schools  such  as 
we  have  in  this  Diocese,  there  can  be  no  questieon,  but  in  order  to  enlist  the 
active  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  laity  in  this  work,  it  is  necessary  that 
they  should  be  informed  as  to  what  is  being  done,  and  the  best  way  to  do  this, 
in  my  judgment,  is  to  send  a  man  of  Mr.  Cornish's  earnestness  and  consecration 
fresh  from  the  field  of  labor,  to  make  addresses  in  our  Churches,  and  to  ask  aid 
for  this  work.  I  hope  that  when  the  request  is  made  the  opportunity  will  not 
be  denied  him 

MEMORIAL  FROM  CONVOCATION  OF  COLORED  WORKERS. 

In  connection  with  the  status  of  colored  work  within  this  Diocese,  I  desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  a  Memorial  from  the  Convocation  of  Colored  Workers 
which  met  in  Columbia  last  September,  which  I  submit  with  this  report. 

In  this  Memorial  the  colored  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  petition  this 
Council  to  allow  them  to  organize  themselves  into  a  separate  Council,  following 
the  general  outlines  of  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted  in  Georgia,  and  which 
has  been  in  successful  operation  in  this  Diocese  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
matter  was  fully  discussed  at  the  meeting  held  in  Columbia  last  fall,  and  the 
Memorial  as  presented  has  my  cordial  approval,  and  that  of  the  Archdeacon, 
Mr.  Cornish,  who  was  present  and  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

In  order  that  you  may  fully  understand  the  true  significance  of  this  Memorial, 
it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  for  the  past  12  or  15  years  the  negroes  in  South 
Carolina  have  been  meeting  annually  in  a  Convocation,  over  which  the  Bishop 
or  Archdeacon  presided.  This  Convocation  has  had  no  power  whatever  to 
make  laws,  or  in  any.  way  to  legislate  for  the  welfare  of  the  work  among  the 
colored  people.  It  meets  as  other  Convocations  to  hear  papers  read,  and  sub- 
jects of  general  interest  discussed.  What  is  now  proposed,  is  to  invest  this 
Convocation  with  the  powers  of  a  separate  Diocesan  Council  under  the  Bishop, 
and  under  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  general  church,  and  also  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  our  Diocesan  Constitution  and  Canons,  except  where 
local  or  racial  conditions  make  it  necessary  for  us  to  depart  from  them.  In 
order  that  you  may  know  the  exact  language  of  this  Memorial  I  will  read  it: 

To  our  Father  in  God,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Guerry,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay  delegates  in  Council  as- 
sembled) 
Greeting: 

We,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convocation  of  Church  Workers  among 
the  colored  people  to  memorialize  the  Diocesan  Council,  do  hereby  respect- 
fully request  that  it  create  a  separate  Council  for  our  people,  which  Council 
shall  have  the  power  to  legislate  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  our 
people,  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention 
and  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 
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In  sending  up  this  memorial  we  want  it  distinctly  understood  that  we  are 
not  asking  or  requesting  a  separation;  but  a  separation  over  which  we  have  no 
control  has  existed  and  exists.  It  is  not  therefore  a  desire  on  our  part  to  lose 
sight  of  the  "ideal"  condition  which  ought  to  exist  in  the  Church,  viz:  a 
united  Council,  presided  over  by  the  one' Bishop;  but  considering  the  situation 
we  are  asking  for  the  next  best  thing,  hoping  and  trusting  that  the  ideal  may 
be  attained  in  God's  good  time. 

We  believe  therefore  brethern  that  the  creation  of  such  a  Council  will  be  the 
means  of  arousing  a  deeper  interest  among  our  people  and  will  prove  of  ines- 
timable value  in  the  general  uplift  of  our  people  throughout  this  Diocese. 

We  request  therefore  that  a  Council  for  our  people  be  created,  presided  over 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  right  to  legislate  in  matters  pertaining 
to  our  peculiar  and  unique  condition. 

We  therefore  respectfully  submit  this  for  your  earnest  and  careful  considera- 
tion. Done  on  this  day  of  the  Feast  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  in  the  city  of 
Columbia,  Monday,  December  28th,  1908.

You  will  observe  that  no  grant  of  power,  or  surrender  of  rights  is  asked  for 
from  this  Body.  After  the  most  careful  examination  of  our  own  Constitution 
and  Canons,  and  of  the  Constitution  and  Canon  of  the  General  Church,  I  have 
been  unable  to  find  any  legal  or  canonical  objection  to  the  organization  of  a 
separate  Council  for  Colored  People.  I  have  corresponded  with  Bishop  Doane, 
of  Albany,  and  with  others  whose  opinion  I  value,  and  they  assure  me  that 
there  is  nothing  in  Catholic  precedent,  or  in  Church  law  to  prevent  it.  It  is 
true  that  it  is  a  departure,  as  the  memorialists  state  from  the  "ideal."  But 
here  in  the  South,  we  are  dealing  not  with  "ideal  conditions,"  but  with  actual 
conditions.  Looked  at  from  this,  point  of  view  I  can  see  many  advantages  to 
accrue  to  the  colored  man  if  such  an  arrangement  is  carried  out. 

In  the  first  place,  it  would  develope  in  the  negro  the  power  of  the  initiative, 
and  of  local  self  government,  which  is  greatly  to  be  desired.  Even  if  the  old 
policy  of  allowing  him  a  limited  representation  in  the  Diocesan  Council  had 
been  continued,  the  probabilities  are  that  he  would  have  always  remained  a 
silent  member  of  the  body  to  which  he  belonged,  taking  no  part  in  its  delib- 
erations, and  exercising  no  appreciable  influence  upon  its  policy.  Whereas, 
in  a  Council  of  his  own,  he  would  have  every  opportunity  to  discuss  freely 
every  question  and  within  a  restricted  sphere,  to  legislate,  and  pass  such  laws 
as  would  tend  most  to  the  welfare  of  the  work  of  the  Church  for  his  race. 

SUFFRAGAN  BISHOP. 

A  still  further  advantage,  which  I  believe  would  in  time  result  from  the  plan 
proposed,  would  be  the  election  and  consecration  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  to  the 
Negro  race.  I  opposed  in  the  General  Convention  at  Richmond  the  resolu- 
tion to  erect  the  negro  work  in  the  South  into  a  separate  missionary  jurisdiction 
under  a  Bishop  of  their  own  race.  I  did  so,  first,  because  it  was  contrary  to 
Catholic  precedent,  and  destructive  of  the  principle  of  Church  unity.  From 
Apostolic  times  down  to  the  present,  the  Church  has  always  contended  that 
there  should  be  but  one  Bishop  in  a  given  territory.  The  unity  of  the  Church 
is  expressed  not  in  Diocesan  Councils,  or  in  General  Conventions,  but  in  her 
Episcopate.  When  a  Bishop  is  consecrated  and  put  over  a  Diocese,  he  is  the 
Bishop  of  every  living  soul  in  that  Diocese,  whether  his  jurisdiction  is  recog- 
nized or  not.  To  erect,  therefore,  within  the  boundaries  of  this  or  any  other 
Diocese  a  separate  jurisdiction  for  a  certain  class  of  persons,  removing  them  from 
the  ecclesiastical  control  and  supervision  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  would 
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be  to  subvert  the  universal  law  and  unbroken  custom  of  the  Church  for  nearly 
2,000  years. 

But  not  only  would  the  principle  of  Church  unity  and  Catholic  order  be  vio- 
lated if  such  a  policy  were  put  into  effect,  but  it  would  make  it  impossible  for 
those  of  our  white  clergy  engaged  in  colored  work,  and  many  of  our  Southern 
ladies  of  culture  and  refinement  who  are  now  teaching  in  colored  parochial 
schools  to  continue  in  this  field  of  missionary  activity.  In  other  words,  the 
appointment  of  a  negro  Bishop  who  would  have  entire  jurisdiction  over  the 
negro  work,  would  make  the  position  of  every  white  priest  and  lay  worker 
impracticable  and  impossible.  This  objection  alone,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to 
defeat  the  plan  proposed.  Because  it  would  deprive  the  white  man  of  the 
opportunity  and  privilege  of  aiding  in  the  moral  uplift  and  elevation  of  the 
negro  race  in  the  South.  The  General  Convention,  as  I  believe,  acted  wisely 
in  voting  down  the  Racial  Missionary  Jurisdiction  Plan,  as  un-christian  and 
un-catholic.  Instead  they  passed  an  Amendment,  to  Article  XI.  of  the  Consti- 
tution, which  comes  up  for  ratification  in  Cincinnati,  in  1910,  providing  for 
Suffragan  Bishops  wherever  local  conditions  would  seem  to  require  them. 
Nothing  is  said  in  this  amendment  about  the  negro.  In  other  words,  the  leg- 
islation which  was  passed  at  Richmond  was  neither  racial  nor  sectional.  As 
the  Constitution  reads  now,  any  part  of  the  American  Church  may  make  pro- 
vision for  a  Suffragan  Bishop. 

If,  therefore,  the  time  should  ever  come  in  South  Carolina  when  we  should 
need  a  negro  Suffragan  Bishop  as  an  assistant  to  the  white  Bishop,  the  princi- 
ple of  Church  unity  would  still  be  maintained.  There  would  be  but  one  head 
to  the  Diocese,  one  chief  shepherd  over  the  whole  flock.  The  negro  Suffragan 
working  under  the  tutelage  of  the  white  man  would  be  in  a  position  to  render 
valuable  service  to  his  own  race,  and  do  a  work  which  no  white  man  could 
possibly  do.  He  would,  of  course,  preside  over  his  own  colored  council,  and 
in  time,  would  represent  them  in  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. The  organization  of  a  separate  council  for  colored  people,  therefore, 
would  work  a  distinct  advance  over  their  present  condition,  and  one  that  is 
capable  of  rendering  great  service  to  the  race. 

Such  an  organization  as  is  here  contemplated  in  my  judgment  would  also  tend 
to  put  an  end  to  all  further  apprehension  from  whatever  quarter  it  may  come, 
that  we  will  ever  have  again  in  South  Carolina,  the  unhappy  experiences  which 
for  so  many  years  distracted  and  threatened  to  disrupt  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese. If  this  Memorial  is  granted,  it  means  that  the  negro  has  accepted  the 
principle  of  separation  in  good  faith,  and  has  acquiesced  in  its  inevitableness 
under  present  conditions. 

With  the  loyal  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  negro  of  the  fact  and  necessity 
of  separation  (for  that  is  what  this  Memorial  means)  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
white  people  of  our  Church  are  in  a  position  to  treat  him  with  greater  gener- 
osity and  consideration  than  ever  before.  As  long  as  the  question  of  race 
supremacy  was  an  issue,  either  in  Church  or  in  State,  it  was  impossible  for  the 
white  man  to  rid  himself  of  his  fears,  however  unfounded  many  of  them  were. 
But  now  that  the  policy  of  separation  has  been  pushed  to  its  logical  outcome, 
it  does  seem  to  me  that  we  ought  to  consider  the  question  of  the  negro's  status 
in  the  Church  as  settled,  at  least  so  far  as  this  generation  is  concerned,  and 
betake  ourselves  in  real  earnestness  and  with  new  determination  to  the  much 
more  important  work  of  educating  him  and  elevating  him  morally  and  spir- 
itually, which  is  the  real  task  before  the  white  people  of  the  South.  Before 
finally  dismissing  this  subject,  I  wish  to  say  in  conclusion,  that  I  believe  I 
have  the  right  as  Bishop  to  organize  a  colored  council,  quite  independently  of 
any  action  you  may  take  upon  this  Memorial.  The  question  resolves  itself, 
it  seems  to  me,  largely  in  the  one  of  expediency,  which  the  Bishop  and  his  col- 
ored clergy  and  laity  are  at  liberty  to  settle  in  whatever  way  they  deem  best, 
But  I  deliberately  choose  not  to  act  without  taking  you  fully  into  my  confidence. 
What  I  desire  of  you  at  this  meeting  is  to  give  me  your  official  and  corporate 
approval  of  the  plan  proposed,  and  your  loyal  support  in  carrying  it  out.  I 
would  therefore  suggest,  that  this  Memorial  be  referred  to  a  special  committee 
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who  will  reply  to  it  in  the  same  spirit  in  which  it  was  framed,  and  at  the  same 
time  make  a  recommendation  to  this  body  which  may  be  acted  upon  at  this 
meeting. 

THE  GENERAL  MISSIONARY. 

Among  the  changes  in  the  Diocese  which  I  have  already  noted,  is  the  resig- 
nation of  our  General  Missionary,  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  who  has  accepted  a  call 
to  the  church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  and  who  has  been  appointed 
Chaplain  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  at  that  place,  with  the  proviso,  that 
he  is  to  give  a  certain  proportion  of  his  time  each  year  to  travelling  in  the  inter- 
ests of  that  institution,  and  making  appeals  in  its  behalf. 

We  are  sorry  to  loose  Mr.  Walsh  from  his  important  post  as  General  Mission- 
ary. He  has  done  a  most  excellent  work.  There  are  many,  who  but  for  his 
timely  ministrations  would  have  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  the  Church, 
and  who  will  miss  him  greatly.  He  has  succeeded  in  planting  the  Church  in 
towns  and  communities  to  which  it  was  a  stranger.  I  have  been  glad  during 
this  past  year  to  follow  where  he  has  lead  the  way,  and  I  can  bear  personal 
testimony  to  the  value  of  his  work,  but  while  we  part  with  him  with  regret,  I 
am  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  nominate  his  successor.  Fortunately  I  have 
been  able  to  make  provision  for  nearly  every  mission  which  he  has  either  estab- 
lished or  fostered,  and  those  that  have  not  been  so  provided  for,  will  be  within 
the  next  few  months.  The  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  of  the  Porter  Military  Acad- 
emy, will  take  charge  of  the  Mission  at  St.  George's;  the  Rev.  Wallace  Carna- 
han  will  look  after  the  new  Mission  at  Manning;  Mr.  Henry  C.  Salmond,  whom 
I  hope  to  ordain  soon  and  send  to  Marion,  will  take  charge  of  the  Missions  at 
Mullins  and  Dillons.  The  Mission  at  Clinton  will  be  looked  after  by  Mr.  Parker; 
thus  the  new  work  started  by  Mr.  Walsh,  has  been,  or  will  be  provided  for.  In 
view  of  this  fact,  I  am  going  to  ask  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Advancement 
Society  to  place  the  amount  previously  subscribed  to  Mr.  Walsh's  salary  at 
my  disposal,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  developing  the  Church  in  what  I  conceive  to  be  certain 
strategic  points  in  the  Diocese.  I  believe  more  can  be  done  just  at  this  stage 
of  the  work  by  concentrating  our  men  and  money  upon  certain  clearly  defined 
fields  of  missionary  activity,  than  by  attempting  to  cover  the  entire  Diocese. 

THE  CHURCH'S  MISSION  TO  THE  WHITE  MILL  POPULATION  OF 
SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

I  feel  very  strongly  the  obligation  resting  on  our  Church  to  do  something  for 
the  white  mill  population  of  South  Carolina.  As  yet,  we  have  touched  only  the 
fringes  of  this  great  field  of  missionary  labor  and  opportunity.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  Trinity  Mission,  Columbia,  which  is  doing  a  most  excellent  work 
among  the  mill  people  of  that  city,  and  the  struggling  Mission  at  Graniteville, 
and  at  Calhoun  Falls,  where  the  Church  enjoys  the  proud  distinction  of  having 
been  the  first  on  the  ground,  and  a  few  feeble  attempts  at  some  other  points 
in  the  Diocese,  we  have  no  work  of  any  consequence  among  the  great  white 
mill  population  of  the  State.  As  a  laboring  class  our  mill  people,  especially 
in  the  Piedmont  Section,  are  above  the  average  in  character  and  intelligence. 
They  are  gaining  in  material  property,  and  with  the  enforcement  of  Child  La- 
bor Laws,  they  are  beginning  to  show  a  decided  improvement  in  education  and 
in  the  refinements  of  life.  The  different  Christian  bodies  about  us  are  doing 
what  they  can  to  supply  the  religious  and  educational  needs  of  these  rapidly 
growing  communities,  but  as  a  Church  we  have  also  a  responsibility  to  discharge 
as  well  as  they.  The  field  is  ripe  for  the  harvest,  and  all  too  large  for  the  work- 
ers. No  one  Church  is  capable  of  coping  with  the  problems  which  this  particu- 
lar field  of  missionary  activity  presents. 

If  our  Church  could  once  get  a  foothold  among  the  mill  people  of  the  State, 
this  would  do  more  to  commend  her  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  many 
who  are  now  prejudiced  against  her,  and  to  disabuse  the  mind  of  those  who 
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speak  of  her  as  a  "class  church' '  than  any  other  one  policy  that  we  could  pursue. 
If,  therefore,  you  approve  my  recommendation,  that  the  money  previously 
paid  Mr.  Walsh,  be  turned  over  to  me  for  Mission  work,  it  will  be  my  intention 
to  use  this  money  largely  to  develope  the  work  among  the  mill  people  of  South 
Carolina.  I  would  like  to  see  a  City  Missionary  in  Columbia,  who  would  have 
charge  of  Trinity  Mission  and  St.  Timothy,  and  who  would  give  his  full  time  to 
this  important  work.  I  would  like  also  to  do  something  to  revive  the  work  at 
Graniteville.  I  am  told  that  there  are  10,000  mill  operatives  in  a  half  dozen 
towns  between  Graniteville  and  Augusta,  each  connected  with  the  other  by 
trolley,  a  splendid  field  which  could  easily  be  worked  by  one  man  living  at 
Graniteville,  if  we  had  the  money  to  support  a  Missionary  and  a  Deaconess, 
who  would  assist  him  in  his  work.  In  the  Piedmont  section  there  are  golden 
opportunities  awaiting  us  at  Pelzer,  Greers,  in  Greenville  and  in  Spartanburg, 
and  in  fact  in  almost  every  town  of  any  size  in  this  entire  up-country.  But 
here  again  the  old  problem  of  making  bricks  without  straw  confronts  us,  and 
after  all  said  and  done,  we  wake  up  to  discover  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  no 
exception  to  the  general  rule  governing  the  kingdoms  of  this  world.  The 
Lord's  work  must  be  done  on  a  business  basis  and  by  men  of  business  sense, 
who  will  apply  to  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom  the  same  business  methods 
and  principles  which  they  apply  elsewhere. 

CHURCH  HOME  ORPHANAGE. 

Speaking  of  the  white  mill  population  in  South  Carolina  reminds  me  that  one 
of  the  reasons  given  by  the  Trustees  for  removing  our  Church  Home  Orphanage 
from  Charleston  to  Yorkville  was  to  put  it  nearer  to  the  center  of  white  popula- 
tion of  the  State,  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  very  class  who  stand  most  in 
need  of  it.  The  Church's  work  among  the  white  mill  population  will  mean 
more  children  for  the  Orphanage,  and  the  more  boys  and  girls  of  this  class  who 
come  under  the  tutelage  of  the  Church,  the  more  devoted  and  earnest  the  lay 
workers  we  will  have  in  our  mill  villages. 

It  hardly  seems  necessary  here  to  say  anything  further  about  the  removal 
of  the  Orphanage  to  Yorkville  than  we  have  already  said  in  the  published  re- 
ports of  our  Journal,  and  in  our  open  letter  to  the  Diocese  on  this  subject.  The 
reasons  for  the  removal  are  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Trustees  which 
will  be  read  to  this  Body,  and  need  not  be  anticipated  here.  I  am  fully  per- 
suaded in  my  own  mind  that  the  move  is  a  wise  one,  and  I  think  the  future  will 
make  that  clear  even  to  those  who  have  been  the  most  reluctant  to  acquiesce  in 
it.  By  the  acceptance  of  Yorkville's  offer,  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  has  come 
into  possession  of  a  property  estimated  at  from  $25,000  to  $30,000,  which  with 
the  additional  lands  already  purchased  by  the  Trustees,  will  aggregate  in 
buildings  and  real  estate  not  less  than  $35,000.  Besides  this,  what  is  of  even 
more  value  to  the  Institution  is  the  enthusiastic  and  cordial  support  of  the  en- 
tire community  of  Yorkville.  Add  to  this  the  newly  awakened  interest  in  the 
Institution  manifested  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying 
that  the  future  of  our  Orphanage  is  assured,  and  that  we  need  never  feel  anxious 
or  unduly  concerned  about  its  support. 

BISHOP  CAPERS'  MEMORIAL. 

The  Orphanage  naturally  leads  me  to  speak  of  the  Bishop  Capers'  Memorial. 
You  will  recall  at  our  last  Council  a  resolution  was  passed  providing  that  the 
central  building  of  the  new  Church  Home  Orphanage  be  erected  to  the  memory 
of  our  late  beloved  Diocesan.  It  has  become  impracticable  to  carry  out  our 
original  intention  for  the  very  obvious  reason  that  the  central  building  has 
already  been  erected,  and  is  the  gift,  not  of  the  Diocese,  but  of  the  citizens  of 
Yorkville.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
recommend  some  appropriate  and  suitable  form  for  this  memorial,  which  can 
be  acted  upon  at  this  meeting  of  Council. 
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Bishop's  Journal.  * 

May  1908. 

12.  Tuesday.  The  1 18th  Annual  Council  met  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charles- 
ton. Council  was  opened  by  memorial  service  to  Bishop  Capers.  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell  and  Rev.  John 
Kershaw,  D.  D. ;  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  preached  the  sermon,  which  was  after- 
wards ordered  published  in  the  Journal.  The  offering  at  this  service,  which 
amounted  to  $158.00  was  for  the  Bishop  Capers' Memorial.  The  acts  of  Council 
will  be  duly  reported  in  the  Diocesan  Journal.  But  I  hope  I  may  be  permitted 
here  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  consideration  of 
the  brethren  present  at  this  my  first  Council.  Our  meetings  and  deliberations 
were  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  good  fellowship  which  was  most 
gratifying.  Council  adjourned  Thursday,  14th,  to  meet  next  year  at  Spartan- 
burg. Thursday  night  at  St.  Michael's  parish  I  attended  a  delightful  reception 
and  "smoker"  of  the  Sewanee  Alumni,  to  which  the  entire  Council  was  invited 
and  to  which  many  came.  Dr.  Wiggins,  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  was  the  guest  of  honor  and  gave  us  a  splendid  address  on  "Demo- 
cracy and  Higher  Education.  "  The  Alumni  Association  was  re-organized,  and, 
judging  from  the  large  attendance  and  the  interest  manifested,  the  outlook  for 
an  active  and  efficient  association  in  this  city  is  most  encouraging. 

17.  Sunday.  Visited  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Union.  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan.  I  preached  and 
confirmed  a  class  of  seven.  On  Saturday,  the  day  of  my  arrival,  the 
ladies  of  the  congregation  gave  me  a  delightful  reception  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Garner,  for  which  I  am  most  grateful.  The  same  after- 
noon drove  seventeen  miles  to  Glenn  Springs,  where  the  rector  read  Evening 
Prayer  and  I  preached.  The  chapel  at  Glenn  Springs  does  the  Church  in  this 
section  great  credit.  Both  here  and  at  Union,  where  we  have  a  beautiful  stone 
church,  I  found  myself  following  in  the  footsteps  of  that  sainted  man  and 
splendid  missionary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  McCullough,  whose  work  in  the  up-country 
stands  as  a  lasting  monument  to  his  memory. 

18.  Monday.  In  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  I  held  a  conference  with 
the  Colored  clergy  of  the  Diocese  concerning  the  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon 
for  the  Colored  work. 

I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  of  Summerville  to  that  most  im- 
portant position.  Mr.  Cornish  has  accepted  the  call  and  will  enter  upon  his 
duties  early  in  September.  I  bespeak  for  him  the  best  wishes  and  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  both  clergy  and  laity  in  his  great  and  difficult  field  of  labor.  It 
has  seemed  to  me  that  a  white  man  and  one  of  our  own  native  clergy  who  fully 
understands  the  conditions  in  the  South  could  do  this  work  better  than  any- 
one else  at  this  time.  I  believe  Mr.  Cornish  possesses  the  qualifications  which 
fit  him  pre-eminently  for  his  new  field  of  labor  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  him 
for  coming  to  my  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  a  responsibility  which  I  in  com- 
mon with  may  of  our  clergy  and  laity  feel  that  this  Church  of  ours  has  for 
the  Negro  race. 

19.  Tuesday.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  Grace  Church,  Charles- 
ton, assisted  by  the  rector,  at  the  opening  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Later 
I  addressed  them  and  expressed  my  great  satisfaction  and  pleasure  in  having 
them  meet  in  Charleston.  I  am  informed  that  this  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary 
was  the  largest  and  best  attended  of  any  in  its  history  in  this  Diocese.  At 
night,  at  Grace  Church,  the  rector  read  Evening  Prayer,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Kershaw.  The  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell  preached  a  strong  and  stirring  missionary 
sermon  before  the  ladies  of  the  Auxiliary,  to  which  I  added  a  few  words  of  my 
own,  and  then  had  the  pleasure  of  introducing  Miss  Julia  E.  Emery,  General 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  who  gave  us  one  of  her  charming  and  in- 
teresting talks. 

21.    Thursday.    Visited  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort,  for  the  second  time  this 
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year.  The  rector  read  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class 
of  twelve. 

22.  Friday.  In  St.  Timothy's  Chapel  at  the  Porter  Military  Academy  I 
presided  over  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  at  which  officers  were 
elected  and  an  organization  effected.  Steps  were  taken  to  meet  the  annual 
deficit  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  plan  and  to  report  at  a 
subsequent  meeting  to  be  held  on  Friday,  June  12th. 

23.  Saturday.  Arrived  at  Yorkville,  where  the  ladies  of  the  congregation 
gave  me  a  delightful  reception  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Walter  B.  Moore.  During 
one  of  my  winter  vacations  while  at  Sewanee  I  had  charge  of  this  parish,  and 
it  was  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  meet  again  so  many  of  my  old  friends  and  to 
renew  the  acquaintances  of  former  years. 

24.  Sunday.  In  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Yorkville,  assisted  by 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  J.  0.  Babin,  I  baptized  John  Bishop,  son  of  John  Bishop 
and  Addie  Moore  Bowen,  and  Charles  Clawson,  son  of  Robert  L.  and  Blanche 
C.  DeLoach.  Morning  Prayer  was  afterwards  read  by  the  rector  and  I  preached. 
The  same  day  visited  the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Blacksburg.  The  rector, 
Mr.  Babin,  read  Evening^Prayer  and  I  preached.  A  part  of  my  time  at  Blacks- 
burg was  spent  in  looking  over  the  property  known  as  the  Cherokee  Inn,  which 
the  citizens  of  that  place  are  anxious  that  the  Diocese  should  purchase  with  a 
view  to  locating  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage  there. 

25.  Monday.  Visited  Epiphany  Church,  Laurens.  Evening  Prayer  was 
read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Callender,  and  I  preached. 

26.  Tuesday.  Visited  the  new  mission  at  Clinton,  which  has  only  been 
established  for  a  few  months.  Here  I  found  a  small  congregation  of  interested 
and  zealous  Church  people.  Service  was  held  in  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Church.  I  preached  and  the  rector,  Mr.  Callender,  read  Morning 
Prayer.  An  offering  of  $40.00  was  taken  up  at  this  service  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  a  lot  and  building  a  church.  Clinton,  in  my  judgement,  is  one  of 
the  most  important  and  promising  mission  fields  in  the  Diocese.  I  appointed 
Mr.  George  A..  Ellis  lay  reader  at  this'  mission.  Same  day  visited  St.  Luke's, 
Newberry.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Callender,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one  person.  It  was  here  that  I  learned  of  the  death 
of  my  friend  and  former  vestryman,  Mr.  Edward  H.  Lucas  of  Florence.  His 
death  removes  from  the  Diocese  one  of  its  most  faithful,  devoted  and  efficient 
laymen.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  the  railroad  connections  were  such  that  I 
could  not  be  present  at  his  funeral  and  show  by  my  presence  the  very  high  re- 
gard in  which  I  held  him.  While  at  Newberry  I  baptized  Caroline  Poole, 
daughter  of  Clarence  D.  and  Nancy  Poole,  at  the  residence  of  the  father,  and 
also  visited  the  colored  mission,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  six. 

31.  Sunday.  Visited  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield.  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  Rev.  R.  G.  Shannonhouse.  I  preached 
and  confirmed  a  class  of  four.  The  same  afternoon  visited  the  Church  of  Our 
Saviour,  Trenton.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Shannonhouse. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

JUNE. 

1.  Monday.  Visited  the  mission  recently  established  at  Batesburg.  Held 
a  meeting  of  the  laymen  of  the  mission  at  which  more  than  $400  was  subscribed 
to  purchase  a  lot.  I  found  Batesburg  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  wide- 
awake towns  in  the  State  and  the  outlook  for  the  Church  most  encouraging. 
At  night,  in  the  Methodist  church,  the  rector  read  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  one. 

2.  Tuesday.  Visited  Grace  Church,  Ridge  Spring.  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Shannonhouse,  and  preached. 

4.  Thursday.  Licensed  C.  Emmett  Gribben  lay  reader  of  the  Church  of 
Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.  Same  day  deposed  from  the  ministry  of  the  Church, 
upon  their  own  request,  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  S. 
Cary  Beckwith  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D.,  Halbert  Palmer,  deacon; 
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Basil  B.  Tyler,  deacon;  Joseph  C.  Hall,  presbyter.  The  same  evening,  at  the 
residence  of  Dr.  Charles  Gerard,  Charleston,  joined  in  marriage  Thomas  Wha- 
ley  Hughes  and  Caroline  Louisa  Fishburne. 

7.  Whitsunday.  Preached  at  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  in  the  morning, 
and  at  night  in  the  same  church  I  preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon  before 
the  University  of  South  Carolina. 

8.  Monday.  In  company  with  the  examining  chaplains  of  the  Middle 
Convocation  I  assisted  in  the  examination  of  Jacob  R.  Jones,  colored,  for  the 
diaconate.  He  passed  a  most  successful  examination.  Same  night  visited  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Chester.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
W.  J.  Webster.    I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  three. 

9.  Tuesday.  Visited  St.  John's  Church,  Winnsboro.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Webster,  and  I  preached.  After  service  a  de- 
lightful reception  was  tendered  me  by  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Davis. 

10.  Wednesday.  Visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Ridgeway.  Evening 
Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Webster.    I  preached  and  confirmed  one. 

11.  Thursday.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  Trinity 
Parish  House,  Columbia. 

14.  Trinity  Sunday.  Visited  St.  James'  Church,  McClellanville.  I  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  two.  At  night  I  preached  to  a  crowded 
congregation  in  the  Methodist  church,  the  Methodist  minister  reading  the 
lessons. 

16.  Tuesday.  Attended  the  commencement  exercises  of  the  Porter  Mili- 
tary Academy  and  addressed  the  graduating  class.  Although  reduced  in 
numbers  the  exercises  reflected  great  credit  upon  the  Institution  and  its  prin- 
cipal. Attended  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  academy,  at  which 
I  was  elected  president  and  chairman.  Business  of  great  importance  was 
transacted,  which  I  believe  means  much  for  the  future  life  and  development  of 
the  school.  This  will  appear  in  the  notices  soon  to  be  sent  out  to  our  constitu- 
ency. The  trustees  have  decided  that  it  is  better  to  raise  the  standard  and 
general  excellence  of  the  school  by  increasing  the  cost  of  tuition  than  to  con- 
tinue the  present  policy  of  annual  deficit  and  a  depleted  treasury.  We  hope 
that  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  school  will  warmly  second  this  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  principal  and  trustees  to  make  the  Porter  Military  Academy  the 
best  equipped  and  the  finest  school  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 

17.  Wednesday.  At  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  I 
ordained  to  the  priesthood  Rev.  Hope  Henry  Lumpkin,  B.  D.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  rector,  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell.  Mr.  Lumpkin  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  S.  Carey  Beckwith.  The  Litany  was  read  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell; 
the  Gospel  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D. ;  the  Epistle  by  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
Memminger.  The  other  clergy  present  were  the  Rev.  Joseph  Cornish  and  Rev. 
0.  T.  Porcher.  In  the  afternoon,  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  confirmed  two  persons, 
presented  by  their  respective  rectors,  Rev.  W.  W.  Memminger  and  the  Rev.  S. 
Carey  Beckwith.  At  night  I  addressed  the  Alumni  Association  of  Charleston 
College  at  their  annual  banquet  on  the  subject,  "The  Advantages  of  Charleston 
for  a  Greater  College. " 

18.  Thursday.  Left  with  my  family  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South.  It  will  be  interesting  to  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  Sewanee  in  the  Diocese  to  know  that  at  this  meeting  of  the 
board  the  Right  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Chancellor;  the 
Rev.  Philip  Mercer  Rhinelander  of  the  Episcopal  Theological  School,  Corn- 
bridge,  Mass.,  was  elected  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department;  Dr.  W.  P. 
DuBose  having  resigned,  his  resignation  was  accepted  and  he  was  retired  as 
Dean  Emeritus  of  the  Theological  Department;  the  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn 
Gray  was  elected  Chaplain;  Mr.  Edgar  F.  Strong  of  Spokane,  Washington,  was 
selected  Head  Master  of  the  Sewanee  Grammar  School  to  take  the  place  of 
Dr.  B.  M.  Roszel,  who  leaves  Sewanee  to  take  charge  of  a  school  at  Winchester, 
Va. 
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JULY. 

Since  coming  to  Sewanee  I  have  been  enjoying  the  lectures  of  the  summer 
school  of  the  University.  Sewanee  is  to  be  congratulated  both  on  the  character 
of  the  distinguished  educators  who  have  come  (some  of  them)  from  quite  a 
distance  to  deliver  these  lectures,  and  also  on  the  interesting  nature  of  the  sub- 
jects announced. 

Although  the  University  will  hereafter  give  a  summer  vacation  like  other 
colleges,  the  result  will  be  that  during  the  summer  she  will  continue  to  give  in- 
struction to  students  who  need  special  coaching  and  also  will  provide  courses 
of  lectures  for  teachers  and  others  who  may  desire  to  attend.  Indeed,  I  know 
of  no  place  where  the  younger  clergy  can  go  during  the  summer  and  spend  a 
more  profitable  and  enjoyable  vacation  than  at  the  University  of  the  South. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  announce  that  the  Rev.  L.  E.  Hubard,  B.  D.,  a 
graduate  of  Sewanee,  has  accepted  my  appointment  to  Clemson,  Pendleton, 
Seneca  and  Walhalla,  and  will  take  charge  by  September  1st.  Mr.  Hubard, 
in  my  judgment,  is  particularly  well  qualified  for  work  among  young  men  and 
boys,  and  the  Diocese  is  fortunate  in  having  secured  him. 

On  Sunday,  July  12th,  our  dear  brother,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Webster,  priest  and 
missionary  in  charge  of  the  churches  at  Chester,  Winnsboro  and  Ridgeway, 
breathed  his  last  at  his  home  at  Chester.  Mr.  Webster  had  been  in  poor  health 
for  some  time  previous,  and  when  I  visited  him  in  June  I  found  his  people  very 
apprehensive  concerning  his  condition.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  my  absence 
from  the  Diocese  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  be  with  him  in  his  last  illness. 
Our  faithful  General  Missionary  was  with  him  during  the  last  few  days  of  his 
earthly  life,  and  his  kind  services  are  greatly  appreciated  both  by  his  Bishop 
whom  he  so  acceptably  represented  and  also  by  the  family  and  friends  of  our 
deceased  brother. 

Although  I  made  but  one  visitation  to  the  parishes  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Webster,  I  wish  here  to  bear  my  testimony  to  his  faithfulness  and  to  the  high 
esteem  and  affectionate  regard  in  which  he  was  held  not  only  by  his  own  people 
but  by  those  of  other  Christian  churches. 

In  his  death  the  Diocese  has  lost  a  man  of  scholarly  attainments,  a  faithful 
priest  and  a  devoted  missionary.  My  heart  goes  out  in  love  and  sympathy  to 
his  family  and  to  his  people  in  their  bereavement. 

AUGUST. 

The  summer  has  passed  uneventfully  but  pleasantly  and  profitably  for  me 
here  at  Sewanee. 

On  July  30th  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Porter 
Military  Academy  in  St.  Michael's  Parish  House,  Charleston.  What  transpired 
at  that  meeting  has  been  fully  set  forth  in  my  "Open  Letter"  to  the  friends  and 
patrons  of  the  school  which  has  been  published  in  the  secular  press  of  the  State 
and  which  is  reprinted  in  this  issue  of  "The  Diocese."  It  is  indeed  a  serious 
blow  to  lose  so  efficient  and  valuable  a  man  out  of  the  Diocese  as  the  Rev.  H.  J. 
Mikell,  and  his  place  will  be  hard  to  fill.  Our  prayers  and  our  best  wishes  go 
with  him  to  his  new  and  splendid  field  of  work. 

On  August  5th  I  attended  the  commencement  exercises  of  Fairmount  College, 
Monteagle,  Tenn.,  and  made  the  address. 

15.  I  learned  to-day  through  the  secular  press  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Capers. 
I  am  sure  it  was  due  to  the  considerateness  of  the  family  that  I  was  not  notified 
in  time  to  pay  my  last  tribute  of  respect  to  her  blessed  and  sainted  memory.  All 
that  her  death  means  to  me  and  to  the  Diocese  I  have  tried  to  express  in  the 
obituary  notice  which  appears  in  this  issue  of  "The  Diocese." 

16.  Baptized  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel,  Sewanee,  LaRue  MacNeil,  infant 
daughter  of  Thos.  H.  and  LaRue  MacNeil  of  Mississippi. 

18.  Admitted  as  postulants  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin  of  Chicago  and  Edwin  A. 
Penick,  Jr.,  of  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama.  Mr.  Coffin  has  been  for  the  past  year 
choir  master  at  Sewanee  while  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  academic  department. 
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Mr.  Penick,  who  graduated  with  distinction  at  Sewanee  last  summer,  has  gone 
to  Harvard  for  his  master's  degree.  We  are  fortunate  to  secure  two  such 
promising  men  for  the  ministry  in  South  Carolina. 

22.  Renewed  the  license  of  Mr.  George  W.  S.  Hart,  Yorkville,  as  lay  reader 
for  another  year. 

22.  Sunday.  Visited  Fairmount  College,  Monteagle,  Tennessee,  and 
preached  in  the  college  chapel.  Dr.  DuBose  read  Morning  Prayer.  I  spent  a 
most  delightful  and  profitable  day  with  my  dear  friend  and  former  professor. 

30.  Sunday.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  private  for  Miss  Maria 
Porcher,  Sewanee,  Tenn. 

SEPTEMBER. 

11.  Left  for  Charleston  to  resume  my  duties  as  Bishop  in  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina.    My  wife  and  children  hope  to  reach  Charleston  by  October  1st. 

13.  Sunday.  Attended  morning  service  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charles- 
ton, and  heard  from  the  rector,  Dr.  Kershaw,  a  most  interesting  account  of  his 
recent  visit  to  the  Pan-Anglican  Congress.  In  the  afternoon  held  a  conference 
with  the  vestry  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  concerning  the  election 
of  a  rector  to  succeed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mikell.  I  also  visited  the  Church  Home  and 
Orphanage  and  met  our  new  deaconess,  Miss  Wile,  and  received  her  letter 
testimonial  from  Bishop  Restarick  of  Honolulu.  I  was  delighted  to  note  the 
improvements  which  had  been  made  in  the  building  and  in  the  grounds  since 
my  last  visit,  and  to  find  the  children  looking  so  well  and  happy. 

15.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Colored  Convocation  in  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Columbia.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  Archdeacon  Cornish 
and  the  Dean  of  Convocation,  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles,  and  addressed  the  brethren 
there  assembled.  We  were  glad  to  have  with  us  at  our  opening  meeting  the 
Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  Raleigh,  and  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Day, 
Atlanta,  Ga.  The  Convocation  was  well  attended,  being  the  largest  ever  held 
in  the  Diocese.  I  introduced  to  the  members  present  the  new  Archdeacon  and 
bespoke  for  him  their  loyal  and  cordial  support.  I  also  took  this  occasion  to 
congratulate  the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Quarles  and  his  congregation  on  their  new 
church  and  school  house.  It  does  them  great  credit.  It  is  gratifying  to  know 
that  the  negroes  themselves  are  raising  most  of  the  money  needed  to  pay  off  the 
debt  on  their  new  church.  The  proceedings  of  this  Convocation  are  more 
fully  reported  elsewhere  in  this  number  of  "The  Diocese"  and  do  not  form  apart 
of  this  record.  I  cannot  but  believe  that  if  our  people  knew  more  about  the 
colored  work  and  the  really  splendid  results  which  are  being  obtained  through 
our  parochial  schools  and  mission  churches,  that  they  would  feel  more  keenly 
than  they  do  the  Church's  responsibility  for  our  colored  brethren. 

16.  Received  Letter  Dimissory  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese  of  Tennessee  that  the  Rev.  L.  E.  Hubard,  now  in  charge  of  the  mis- 
sions at  Clemson,  Pendleton,  Seneca  and  Walhalla,  had  been  transferred  to 
this  Diocese,  and  I  have  this  day  enrolled  him  among  our  regular  clergy.  The 
Diocese  is  fortunate  in  having  secured  a  man  of  Mr.  Hubard's  attainments,  and 
I  feel  greatly  encouraged  at  the  outlook  in  the  important  field  which  he  occupies. 

17.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  Trinity  Church,  Co- 
lumbia. Received  notice  through  its  president,  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  that 
the  Standing  Committee  had  recommended  the  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes  to  be 
ordered  priest  and  Mr.  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss  and  Jacob  R.  Jones  deacons. 
Mr.  Clark  Waring,  Jr.,  was  also  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  at  this 
meeting.  In  the  afternoon  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  private  for 
my  father  and  his  family  at  Shandon.  At  night,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  con- 
firmed a  class  of  six  and  addressed  them.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  G.  E.  Howell;  the  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes  preached. 

18.  Ember  Day.  I  ordained  Jacob  R.  Jones  to  the  diaconate  in  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Columbia.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Kirkman  G. 
Finlay.  The  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  S.  W.  Grice.  I  preached  and  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion. 
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20.  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston.  Ordained  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss 
deacon.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  The  candidate 
was  presented  by  the  rector,  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.  The  Litany  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  B.  D. 

21.  Spent  the  morning  going  over  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Porter 
Military  Academy  with  the  new  rector,  Mr.  Mitchell. 

24.  Received  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  that  during  a  recent 
visit  to  Yorkville,  at  the  request  of  the  Senior  Warden,  he  had  confirmed  a 
class  of  four,  for  which  I  am  most  grateful,  and  desire  to  add  my  thanks  to 
those  of  the  Senior  Warden  and  the  congregation  for  his  services. 

27.  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan.  After  service 
held  conference  with  the  congregation,  at  which  time  provision  was  made  to 
increase  the  rector's  salary. 

28.  On  my  way  to  Charleston  I  visited  Union  and  held  conference  with 
the  vestry.  I  found  them  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Jor- 
dan, their  rector,  should  reconsider  his  resignation  and  remain  where  he  was. 
Steps  were  taken  to  secure  this  result,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  Jordan 
has  withdrawn  his  resignation  and  will  remain  at  Union. 

29.  Gave  Letter  Dimissory  to  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Mikell,  transferring  him  to 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

30.  Received  Letter  Dimissory  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  Tenn- 
essee, transferring  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  B.  D.,  to  this  Diocese,  and  I  have 
this  day  placed  him  upon  the  roll  of  our  regular  clergy. 

OCTOBER- 

4.  Calvary  Church,  Charleston.  Ordained  the  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes  to 
the  priesthood.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  B.  D. 
The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles.  The  Litany  was  read 
by  the  Rev.  C.  I.  Smith.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  S.  W.  Grice.  At  night  I  preached  in  the  same  church  and  confirmed  a 
class  of  fourteen. 

5.  Visited  the  Porter  Military  Academy  and  made  an  address  to  the  boys. 
While  the  school  has  been  reduced  in  numbers,  the  outlook  is  decidedly  encour- 
aging, and  at  the  present  writing  eighty-eight  boys  have  been  enrolled. 

6.  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston.  I  assisted  in  the  funeral  service  of 
Susan,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Wilson,  D.  D. 

7.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Charleston  Clericus.  I  was  asked  to  arrange 
with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Church  Club  for  a  series  of  meetings  and 
public  lectures  during  the  coming  winter.  At  my  suggestion  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  our  Clericus  invite  the  Ministerial  Union  of  Charleston 
to  a  joint  conference  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  subject  of  Sunday  ob- 
servance and  of  establishing  more  cordial  and  friendly  relations  between  these 
two  bodies. 

11.  Christ  Church,  Mount  Pleasant.  Assisted  the  rector,  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
Boyd,  in  the  baptism  of  the  infant  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Porcher.  I 
preached,  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  five.  At 
night  I  preached  for  the  Rev.  Louis  G.  Wood  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston. 

14.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Clericus  and  read  a  paper  on  the  "Spiritu- 
ral  and  Historic  Basis  of  Authority  for  the  Observance  of  Sunday." 

15.  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  deacon  in  charge,  the  Rev.  Paul  Trapier  Prentiss. 
Same  evening  at  Sheldon  Church,  McPhersonville,  I  preached,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion  and  confirmed  two. 

18.  St.  David's,  Cheraw.  Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  ten  per- 
sons.   At  the  night  service  I  preached  again. 

21.  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston.  Assisted  at  the  marriage  of  William 
C.  Bissell  and  Frances  Eugenia  Mellichamp  and  pronounced  the  blessing.  Pre- 
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sided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Charleston  Clericus  and  took  pleasure  in  presenting 
to  the  brethren  assembled  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Harding  of  Tarboro,  N.  C,  who  has 
been  called  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  who  was  in  the  city 
to  look  over  the  field  before  giving  his  final  decision. ;    „  Ss  k  ^ 

24.  Attended  the  funeral  services  of  my  dear  father  at  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Columbia.  He  passed  quietly  and  peacefully  away  at  his  home 
at  Shandon  after  a  long  and  lingering  illness  of  two  years.  The  record  of  his 
life  and  labors  is  told  elsewhere  in  these  pages.  I  am  most  grateful  to  my 
brethren  of  the  clergy  who  assisted  the  rector  in  the  service  and  for  the  many 
tokens  of  affection  and  kind  words  of  sympathy  from  friends  both  within  and 
without  the  Diocese. 

25.  Sunday.  Consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  B.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell, 
the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish,  and  the  Rev.  Kirkman  G.  Finlay.  I  preached  and 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  This  is  the  first  church  which  I  have  con- 
secrated since  being  made  Bishop,  and  I  was  glad  to  begin  so  good  a  work 
where  so  much  had  been  accomplished  and  where  so  many  sacrifices  had  been 
made.  When  one  considers  the  financial  stringency  of  the  past  year  it  speaks 
well  for  the  untiring  zeal  and  self-sacrificing  labors  of  the  rector  and  his  devoted 
congregation  that  they  should  have  been  able  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the  church 
at  this  time.  I  congratulate  them  with  all  my  heart  and  pray  God  to  abund- 
antly bless  both  him  and  them  in  that  temple  not  made  with  hands  eternal  in 
the  Heavens.

I  was  assisted  in  this 
service  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  P.  D.  Hay.  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  This  little  church,  which  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  devo- 
tion and  zeal  of  Mrs.  Alfred  Martin  and  her  husband,  was  filled  with  a  most 
interested  and  attentive  congregation.  My  first  visit  to  Heavenly  Rest  will 
always  be  full  of  pleasant  and  happy  memories. 

16.  St.  Edmund's,  Hardee ville.    Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector, 
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the  Rev.  P.  D.  Hay,  and  I  preached. 

17.  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Bluff  ton.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
rector,  the  Rev.  P.  D.  Hay,  and  I  confirmed  one. 

19.  Attended  joint  meeting  of  the  Charleston  Clericus  and  the  Ministerial 
Union  of  the  city  in  St.  Michael's  Parish  House.  The  question  under  discussion 
was  "Sunday  Observance."  I  led  in  an  address  giving  the  Scriptural  and 
historical  origin  of  the  Lord's  Day  and  the  principles  involved.  I  was  followed 
by  Dr.  Fraser  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  a  very  able  paper  setting  forth 
the  economic  and  sociological  value  of  Sunday.  The  meeting  was  remarkable 
for  the  unanimity  of  opinion  which  prevailed  among  the  brethren  present  and 
I  am  sure  that  the  conference  did  good.  I  hope  that  it  may  be  repeated.  Be- 
fore adjourning  the  brethren  present  passed  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  published  in  the  city  papers :  (a)  That  we  agree  among  ourselves  to  preach 
on  the  subject  of  "Sunday  Observance"  on  the  first  Sunday  in  December; 
(b)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  existing  laws  regarding  Sunday 
observance  on  the  statute  books  should  be  observed  and  enforced,  and  we  pledge 
ourselves  to  use  our  influence  as  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  as  citizens  to  bring 
this  about;  '(c)  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  given  to  the  press  for  pub- 
lication, with  the  request  that  they  publish. 

22.  St.  James'  Church,  James'  Island.  Preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  C.  Mazyck.  At  night 
visited  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston.  Preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of 
twelve.

7.  Left  for  Boston  and  New  York. 

13.  Preached  at  Great  Neck,  Long  Island.  Made  an  appeal  for  the  col- 
ored work  in  South  Carolina. 

14.  Received  Letter  Dimissory  transferring  the  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley, 
D.  D.,  Pensacola,  Florida,  to  this  Diocese,  and  I  have  this  day  enrolled  him 
among  our  regular  clergy.  Dr.  Whaley  willl  take  charge  of  Christ  Church, 
Charleston,  and  of  Trinity  Church,  Edisto.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  Dr.  Wha- 
ley back  to  his  native  State  and  Diocese. 

22.  Made  an  address  before  the  New  England  Society  of  Charleston  on 
"Some  Results  of  Modern  Historical  Criticism." 

25.  Christmas  Day.  Preached  at  Grace  Church,  Charleston.  Morning 
Prayer  read  by  the  rector,  Mr.  Way. 
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27.  Sunday.  Addressed  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Charleston.  At  night  visited 
St.  Mark's  Church,  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  five.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  C.  I.  Smith.  At  this  visitation  I  made  an 
appeal  to  the  congregation  to  open  a  mission  for  colored  people  at  St.  Stephen's 
Church  on  Anson  street.

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  assisted  by 
the  rector,  Mr.  Barnwell.    Preached  and  confirmed  three.

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Ambler.  Preached  and  confirmed 
ten.  In  the  afternoon  visited  St.  Barnabas'  Mission,  where  I  appointed  Miss 
Florence  Ward  parish  visitor  to  succeed  Miss  Aimee  Parker,  resigned.  Eve- 
ning Prayer  read  by  the  rector.  I  preached  and  confirmed  six.  Same  night 
visited  Epiphany  Mission.  Evening  Prayer  read  by  the  rector  the  Rev.  Jesse

The  only  change  made  in  their  ori- 
ginal proposition  was  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  pay  $1,500  towards 
the  purchase  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  King's  Mountain  Military  Acad- 
emy. A  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Mr.  Richard  I  Manning,  Chairman, 
Capt.  Thos.  Pinckney  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Lee,  were  appointed  to  arrange  for  sale 
of  property  in  Charleston  and  removal  of  Orphanage  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
action  of  the  trustees  in  Columbia  makes  it  possible  for  the  special  committee 
appointed  by  last  Council  on  the  Bishop  Capers  Memorial  to  proceed  at  once 
to  take  steps  looking  to  the  raising  of  funds  for  this  purpose.  The  committee 
is  as  follows:  The  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Guerry,  Chairman;  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell, 
Sub-chairman;  Mr.  John  Wood,  Greenville;  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon,  Camden; 
Mr.  J.  T.  Seibels,  Columbia;  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Beckwith,  Charleston;  Mr.  Wm.  M. 
Bird,  Charleston. 

13.  Acting  under  Canon  2,  Diocesan  Canons,  I  organized  St.  James'  Mission, 
Greenville,  at  the  request  of  the  wardens  and  vestry  of  Christ  Church,  of  the 
rector,  and  of  sundry  members  of  the  mission.  Appointed  Mr.  John  P. 
Oeland  and  Mr.  Frank  F.  Watson,  wardens;  Mr.  Charles  A.  David,  treasurer, 
and  Mr.  Richard  G.  Stone,  secretary. 

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  L.  G.  Wood,  preached  and  confirmed  twelve.  In  the  after- 
noon addressed  the  children  of  the  Charleston  Orphan  House.  Greatly  en- 
joyed this  service;  have  seldom  heard  the  Prayer  Book  service  of  our  Church 
more  beautifully  and  heartily  rendered. 

15.  Visited  the  Memminger  High  School  for  girls  and  addressed  them. 

16.  Visited  St.  Andrew's  Mission  and  school  for  colored  people  in  St.  An- 
drew's Parish,  near  Charleston.  We  found  here  a  large,  well  furnished  dwell- 
ing house,  used  as  a  home  for  the  teachers  in  charge  of  the  mission,  a  school 
house,  with  an  attendance  of  about  ninety  children,  and  a  very  nice  chapel. 
I  addressed  the  children,  after  which  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Jesse  D.  Lykes.    I  preached  and  confirmed  twelve. 

21.  St.  Thaddaeus'  Church,  Aiken.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Gift,  preached  and  confirmed  four.  In 
the  afternoon  visited  St.  Augustine's  Colored  Mission.  Evening  Prayer  was 
read  by  the  rector;  I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  At  night  visited  the  miesion 
at  Graniteville.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector;  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed three. 

22.  Received  notice  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  B.  D.,  of 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia.  I  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Witsell  with  very  sincere  regret.  He  has  done  a  splendid  work  at  the 
Good  Shepherd  and  one  that  will  always  be  remembered.  He  has  served  well, 
not  only  his  parish,  but  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina.  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  he  has  made  our  Diocesan  paper  one  of  the  very  best  in  the  Amer- 
ican Church.    He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  Bishop  and  his  many  friend-

with  him  in  his  new  field  of  usefulness  and  opportunities.  I  have  appointed

26.  Attended  Church  Club  lecture  at  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  and  intro- 
duced the  Rev.  William  Norman  Guthrie  of  the  University  of  the  South,  who 
was  the  lecturer  for  the  evening. 

27.  Received  notice  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  as  General 
Missionary  and  his  acceptance  of  a  call  to  Yorkville.  Mr.  Walsh  will  have 
charge  of  Yorkville  and  the  missions  at  Chester  and  Blackburg.  He  will  also 
act  as  chaplain  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  soon  to  be  located  at  York- 
ville. We  are  very  sorry  to  part  with  Mr.  Walsh  as  General  Missionary  of  the 
Diocese.  He  has  done  valuable  pioneer  work  in  acquainting  the  people  of  the 
State  with  the  distinctive  claims  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  I  believe  he  has 
done  this  in  a  way  to  allay  prejudice  and  to  commend  the  Church  to  those  who 
are  strangers  to  her  prayer  book  and  forms  of  worship.

2.  Made  an  address  at  the  afternoon  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  Columbia,  and  after  service  held  a  conference  with  the  vestry  rel- 
ative to  the  resignation  of  the  rector  and  the  possibility  of  securing  a  suitable 
successor  at  an  early  day. 

5.  Confirmed  Emma  Clark  in  private.  The  candidate  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley.  D.  D. 

7.  Zion  Church,  Eastover.  Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  preached  and  con- 
firmed one.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Thomas'  mission  for  colored  people, 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  deacon  in  charge,  the  Rev. 
Jacob  Jones  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen.  Eleven  members  of  this  class 
were  the  fruits  of  Mrs.  S.  L.  Clarkson's  parochial  school.  Mrs.  Clarkson  is  now 
teaching  and  preparing  for  confirmation  the  children  of  the  children  she  taught 
when  this  mission  was  established  over  thirty  years  ago. 

8.  Drove  ten  miles  and  held  service  at  St.  John's,  Richland,  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rector,  and  preached 

10.  Visited  St.  Thomas'  and  St.  Dennis',  Wando,  Evening  Prayer  was 
read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Boyd,  and  I  preached.  This  old  parish  is 
unique  in  that  it  has  the  church  in  a  part  of  the  rectory.  The  building  is  so 
large  and  commodious  that  space  is  allowed  for  a  small  chapel,  seating  about 
sixty,  and  yet  there  is  plenty  of  room  left  for  the  rector  and  his  family.  The 
Church  has  fine  property  here,  and  being  the  only  church  in  the  village,  when 
we  have  service  the  entire  community  attend 

11.  Acting  under  provisions  of  Canon  31,  and  upon  his  written  request, 
I  deposed  the  Rev.  Charles  Irwin  Smith  from  the  ministry,  in  St.  Michael's 
Church,  Charleston,  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D  D.,  and  Rev. 
S.  C.  Beckwith. 
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14.  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Darlington.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Lumpkin,  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 
In  the  afternoon  rode  fifteen  miles  in  an  automobile  to  Society  Hill.  Held 
service  there  at  4.30,  preached  and  confirmed  one.  At  6  o'clock  got  into  the 
same  automobile  and  rode  nineteen  miles  to  Hartsville  and  held  a  service  in 
the  Methodist  church  at  8  o'clock.  This  was  the  only  service  in  the  town  on 
that  night,  the  ministers  of  the  different  churches  having  agreed  to  attend  with 
their  congregations  a  united  service  at  the  Methodist  church.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lumpkin,  and  the  lessons  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunlap, 
the  Methodist  minister. 

15.  At  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville,  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  and  I  preached. 

16.  St.  John's  Church,  Florence.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector, 
the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas.    I  preached  and  confirmed  seven. 

17.  Attended  a  most  interesting  lecture  in  the  Freundschaftsbund  Hall, 
Charleston,  on  "Education,"  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Elliot,  former  President  of 
Harvard  University. 

18.  Confirmed  at  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  four  candidates  presented 
by  the  Rev.  William  Way.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  Mr.  Gerald  Edmunds 
of  Ridgeway. 

21.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
preached  and  confirmed  one.  Same  afternoon  drove  to  Mullins  and  held  ser- 
vice at  night  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  preached. 

22.  Dillon.  Held  service  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wil- 
son, pastor,  read  the  lessons.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  After  service 
held  meeting  of  the  church  members  present  and  appointed  a  committee  to 
raise  funds  for  purchasing  a  suitable  lot  for  building  a  church.  The  outlook 
here  is  most  encouraging. 

23.  St.  Alban's,  Kingstree.  Read  Evening  Prayer,  preached  and  confirmed 
the  Rev.  Clarence  Prentice  Parker,  a  young  Presbyterian  minister,  who  is 
applying  for  holy  orders  in  our  church. 

26.  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Columbia.  Evening  Prayer  read  by 
the  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-two,  pre- 
sented by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell.  This  is  the  second  class  Mr. 
Witsell  has  presented  within  the  year.  I  took  occasion  at  this  service  to  ex- 
press publicly  my  regret  at  losing  so  valuable  a  presbyter  from  the  Diocese. 

28.  Grace  Church,  Anderson.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  Same  night 
visited  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Greenwood.  Evening  Prayer  was 
read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher.    I  preached  and  confirmed  four. 

29.  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Calhoun  Falls.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
rector.  I  preached.  This  is  a  rapidly  growing  town  at  the  junction  of  the 
Seaboard  and  the  N.  W.  C.  railroad.  The  Church  has  the  great  distinction 
here  of  having  been  the  first  on  the  ground. 

30.  Made  an  address  at  Lenten  morning  service  at  Greenwood.  Same  after- 
noon drove  ten  miles  to  Ninety-Six.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Porcher,  preached  and  confirmed  two.

1.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley,  D.  D.,  and  addressed  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary. 

2.  Admitted  the  Rev.  Clarence  Prentice  Parker,  of  Marion,  S.  C,  as  postu- 
lant for  holy  orders. 

3.  Licensed  as  lay  readers  John  B.  Fishburn,  Florence;  Thomas  L.  Alston 
and  Henry  C.  Tillman  of  Greenwood. 

4.  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  Thos.  P.  Baker,  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited 
the  Church  of  the  Atonement,  the  colored  mission,  preached  and  confirmed. 
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three.  At  night  preached  again  in  the  parish  church  and  confirmed  eight.  I 
took  occasion  at  this  service  to  congratulate  the  rector  and  his  congregation 
on  the  new  vested  choir,  which  added  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  ser- 
vice, and  also  on  the  recent  addition  to  the  rectory  building. 

5.  Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  Dr.  Theo.  G.  Kershaw,  Walterboro. 

6.  Christ  Church,  Charleston.  At  this  service  I  blessed  two  altar  lights 
and  altar  cross,  a  processional  cross  and  two  vases,  given  in  memory  of  the  faith- 
ful departed — the  first  two  rectors  of  Christ  Church  and  some  members  of  the 
congregation.  I  was  assisted  in  this  service  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whaley, 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Beckwith  and  Harding.  I  preached  and  confirmed  six 
and  received  one  from  the  Roman  communion.  Under  Dr.  Whaley  this  old 
parish  has  taken  on  new  life,  and  both  he  and  his  congregation  are  to  be  congra- 
tulated on  the  good  work  which  has  already  been  accomplished.

8.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  arrange  for 
the  sale  of  the  property  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  and  for  its  removal  to 
Yorkville.  At  night  (Maunday  Thursday)  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  Mr.  Harding,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed a  class  of  twenty-five.  Sixteen  of  these  were  presented  by  Mr.  Harding 
and  nine  by  Mr.  Mitchell  from  the  school. 

9.  Good  Friday.  Attended  service  at  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston. 
Issued  lay  reader's  license  to  H.  V.  D.  Schrader,  Greenwood,  and  to  Nelson 
Frierson  and  Artemus  E.  Legare,  Trinity  Church,  Columbia. 

11.  Easter  Day.  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.  This  church  being 
without  a  rector,  I  determined  to  give  them  an  Easter  service.  I  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  and  preached.  In  the  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Paul's 
(colored)  Mission,  preached,  baptized  two  and  confirmed  three.  At  night 
visited  St.  Mark's,  Chester,  read  Evening  Prayer  and  preached. 

12.  St.  John's,  Winnsboro.  Evening  Prayer  read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev. 
Robert  E.  Chace.    I  preached.    In  private  confirmed  three.. 

13.  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chace,  and  preached.  After  service  held  a  con- 
gregational meeting  to  arrange  for  extending  Mr.  Chace's  call  to  be  perma- 
nently their  rector. 

14.  Met  the  Examining  Chaplains  of  the  Diocese  at  Trinity  Parish  House, 
Columbia,  and  took  part  in  the  examination  of  Roberts  P.  Johnson,  Edward 
B.  Andrews,  and  Henry  C.  Salmond,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

15.  Gave  Letter  Dimissory  to  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Witsell,  transferring  him  to 
the  Diocese  of  Mississippi.

I  have  elsewhere  in  this  paper  tried  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his  long  and 
faithful  services  and  of  my  sense  of  loss  at  his  death,  both  as  his  Bishop  and 
personal  friend. 

18.  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion and  preached.  Same  afternoon  drove  seventeen  miles  to  Sumter  for  a 
night  service.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  rector,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Coving- 
ton. I  preached  and  confirmed  ten.  I  took  this  occasion  to  congratulate  the 
rector  and  his  congregation  on  their  beautiful  new  church  and  vested  choir. 
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I  learned  while  here  that  Mr.  Covington  had  declined  a  call  to  St.  James'  Church 
Wilmington.  In  his  decision  to  remain  in  his  native  State  and  Diocese  he  has 
manifested  not  only  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  but  of  loyalty  to  the  Church  and 
to  his  Bishop  which  is  greatly  appreciated. 

19.  Manning.  Held  service  at  night  in  the  Presbyterian  church,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Wallace  Carnahan,  rector  of  St.  Matthias  Church,  Summerton. 
The  Presbyterian  pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McDowell,  read  the  lessons.  After  the 
service  met  with  members  of  our  Church  present  to  organize  a  mission  and 
purchase  a  lot.  One  devoted  and  earnest  layman  at  this  meeting  made  him- 
self responsible  for  $100  of  the  missionary's  salary.  I  have  placed  this  mission 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carnahan. 

20.  St.  Matthias,  Summerton.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  as- 
sisted by  the  rector,  and  preached. 

21.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Columbia  Convocation  at  Orangeburg,  preached 
and  confirmed  one.  While  here,  upon  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Miller,  Pres- 
ident of  the  State  Normal  College  (colored),  I  addressed  the  students.  After- 
wards met  with  members  of  the  faculty  and  others,  who  were  communicants 
of  our  Church,  to  take  steps  for  organizing  and  establishing  a  mission  of  the 
Church  at  this  important  point.  On  this  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  Arch- 
deacon Cornish,  who  warmly  seconded  my  efforts  in  this  direction. 


APPENDIX  II. 


Report  oi  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Brethren  of  the  Council: 

Your  Board  of  Missions  in  making  this,  their  annual  report,  is  pleased  and 
gratified  to  state  that  it  appears  before  you  to-night  with  all  its  obligations  met. 
This  has  been  in  many  respects  a  most  encouraging  year.  There  is  only  one 
parish  that  has  failed  to  remit  anything  to  the  treasurer  and  only  three  others 
that  have  not  paid  in  full  their  apportionment,  The  demand  upon  the  Board 
for  the  past  year  has  been  heavy. 

When  we  consider  that  we  began  the  year  with  a  deficit  of  $169,  we  feel 
gratified  with  the  showing,  especially  since  over  $8,000  has  been  expended. 
This  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  our  sister  Southern  Dioceses.  Your 
Board,  apart  from  the  financial  side,  feels  that  much  missionary  work  has  been 
done  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year  and  considerable  progress  made.  In 
some  of  the  new  fields  that  have  been  opened  up,  permanent  missions  are  likely 
to  be  established,  especially  at  Mullins,  Manning,  Dillon,  Clinton,  St.  George's. 
Some  of  our  parishes  and  missions  have  been  vacant  for  part  of  the  year,  but 
occasional  services  have  been  maintained  by  our  General  Missionary.  There 
has  been  much  to  encourage  us:  At  Hartsville  where  a  Mission  was  organized 
only  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  the  little  congregation  has  be- 
gun the  erection  of  a  neat  house  of  worship  under  their  present  zealous  and  ef- 
ficient minister,  Rev.  H.  H.  Lumpkin.  Last  October  the  Rev.  John  Kershaw, 
Jr.,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Missions  in  Greenville,  but  no  sooner  had  he  es- 
tablished himself  in  the  hearts  and  affections  of  the  people  and  had  given 
promise  of  splendid  work,  when  he  had  to  retire  on  account  of  ill  health.  St. 
Andrew's  Church  being  free  from  debt,  the  Bishop  on  the  25th  of  April,  con- 
secrated the  beautiful  Gothic  brick  building  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  God. 

St.  James'  Mission  at  the  same  place  has  manifested  much  activity  and  by 
the  consent  of  the  Bishop  has  recently  become  an  organized  Mission,  with 
trustees  holding  the  property  which  has  been  turned  over  to  them  by  the  vestry 
of  Christ  Church. 

Good  work  has  been  done  at  St.  Andrew's  Mission,  Charleston,  at  the  Bagging 
Factory,  and  it  is  just  such  work  that  shows  that  the  Church  is  capable  of  reach- 
ing all  classes  of  people. 

Your  board  regrets  to  say  that  at  present  there  is  not  much  outlook  for  the 
Mission  at  Gaffney,  although  we  have  a  neat  building  there;  but  this  much 
might  be  said,  that  the  Church  there  has  never  had  a  fair  showing,  for  never 
for  any  length  of  time  has  any  of  our  clergy  resided  there.  Since  our  last  re- 
port the  Rev.  L.  E.  Hubard  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Fort  Hill,  Pendleton, 
Walhalla  and  Seneca.  Part  of  his  services  are  given  to  the  Chapel  at  Clemson, 
for  which  the  College  gives  a  compensation.  The  Rev.  R.  A.  Chace  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  Winnsboro  and  Ridgeway  and  Mr.  C.  Prentice  Parker,  one 
of  our  candidates  for  orders,  has  been  given  temporary  charge  of  Laurens, 
Newberry  and  Clinton.  This  last  place  where  there  was  great  promise  of  a 
permanent  mission,  the  work  has  been  retarded  owing  to  there  being  no  minister 
to  give  regular  services.  It  is  expected  that  a  Chapel  will  soon  be  built  there. 
Since  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  as  General  Missionary,  he  has  been 
placed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  of  Chester,  Blacksburg  and  Gaffney.  The  re- 
moval of  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall  from  Rock  Hill,  has  left  the  Mission  at  Lan- 
caster without  any  oversight,  but  the  Rev.  Jno.  Kershaw,  Jr.,  has  accepted  the 
call  to  Rock  Hill  and  will  begin  work  in  the  fall.  The  Rev.  P.  T.  Prentiss  is  in 
charge  of  Grahamville,  in  connection  with  his  work  at  Sheldon  Church,  and  St. 
John's-,  Berkeley.  The  work  at  St.  Paul's,  Batesburg,  under  the  charge  of  Rev. 
R.  G.  Shannonhouse  is  most  promising,  and  we  hope  that  a  Church  building 
will  soon  be  erected  there.    The  Rev.  Wallace  Carnahan  has  been  placed  in 
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charge  of  the  Mission  at  Manning  in  connection  with  Summerton  and  Bradford 
Springs.  The  Mission  at  Timmonsville  is  still  without  a  church  building  but 
the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas  gives  services  there  regularly  during  the  week.  The 
Board,  together  with  the  Bishop,  feels  that  it  is  most  important  that  a  City 
Missionary  should  be  placed  in  Columbia,  he  to  have  charge  of  St.  Timothy's 
Mission  and  Trinity's  Mission  at  the  mills.  A  most  important  work  confronts 
your  Bishop  and  the  Board,  and  that  is  missionary  work  among  the  fac- 
tory people.  At  present  the  Church  is  not  meeting  this  responsibility 
which  lies  close  at  our  doors  and  we  feel  that  something  should  be  done. 
One  of  the  strategic  points  of  this  work  for  the  Church  is  at  Graniteville,  where 
we  have  a  nice  church  and  a  school  house;  there  is  contiguous  to  this  place 
several  other  large  factory  villages.  With  a  consecrated  clergyman  and  an 
earnest,  zealous  deaconess,  we  believe  that  the  Church  could  make  her  influence 
potently  felt.  Your  Board  desires  to  impress  upon  the  parishes  to  whom  an 
appropriation  is  made,  the  great  necessity  of  working  towards  self  support  in 
order  that  more  funds  may  be  devoted  to  opening  up  new  fields  for  the  Church. 
Again  the  Board  wishes  to  remind  the  smaller  parishes  that  receive  aid  from  it, 
that  the  appropriations  are  made  from  year  to  year  and  are  not  fixed,  so  that 
when  calling  a  minister  as  rector,  they  should  consider  well  before  they  bind  the 
board  to  any  special  stipend.  Your  Board  desires  again  to  place  on  record  its 
unfeigned  thanks  for  the  aid  rendered  by  the  Sunday  Schools  this  year,  which 
amounted  to  $714  and  also  is  its  thanks  due  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  its 
generous  assistance.  From  the  Advancement  Society,  the  Board  received 
substantial  aid  towards  paying  the  salary  of  the  General  Missionary.  One 
month  before  our  fiscal  year  closed,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh,  our  efficient  mission- 
ary, tendered  his  resignation.  We  wish  here  to  express  our  regrets  and  to  re- 
cord our  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  him  in  the  Diocese  while  Gen- 
eral Missionary.  The  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  Rev.  J.  M.  Magruder  caused 
a  vacancy  on  the  Board;  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt  as  he  was  most  actively  in- 
terested in  its  work.  The  Board  wishes  him  every  success  in  his  new  field  of 
labor. 

One  of  the  most  important  fields  for  mission  work  which  now  presents  itself 
to  the  Board,  is  that  at  the  Navy  Yard  in  Charleston.  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  holds 
in  trust  there,  three  excellent  lots  for  this  purpose  and  has  several  hundred 
dollars  in  hand  for  the  erection  of  a  Church.  There  are  now  1,000  white  men 
living  and  working  at  that  place  and  connected  with  the  Navy  Yard.  Surely 
with  such  an  opening,  the  Church  should  not  be  slow  to  take  hold. 

While  it  is  not  strictly  in  the  province  of  the  Board  to  make  mention  here  of 
what  has  been  done  by  the  parishes  not  dependent  on  the  Board,  still  we  desire 
to  congratulate  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  and  his  congregation  on  the  com- 
pletion of  their  handsome  Church  building. 

And  now  members  of  the  Council,  while  your  Board  may  not  be  called  upon 
to  pay  the  salary  of  a  General  Missionary  the  coming  year  unless  you  should 
deem  it  wise  to  elect  another,  still  with  the  falling  off  in  receipts  from  the 
"Special  Mission  Fund,"  and  the  new  work  which  the  board  will  be  called  upon 
to  help,  we  must  ask  for  your  generous  and  liberal  support  for  the  ensuing  year.

Abstracts  of  Reports  of  Deans  of  Convocation. 


FIRST  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Dean. 

One  meeting  of  this  Convocation  has  been  held  during  the  past  year  in 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Laurens. 

The  Church  in  this  section  suffers  from  constant  change  of  rectors  and  mis- 
sionaries. Rev.  L.  E.  Hubard  has  taken  charge  of  the  work  at  Clemson  College 
and  adjoining  Missions.  A  lot  has  been  purchased  at  Clinton  and  some  money 
raised  for  the  erection  of  a  Chapel.  The  rector  of  Christ  Church  has  had  charge 
of  the  Missions,  St.  Andrew's,  and  St.  James',  in  Greenville,  since  the  resigna- 
tion of  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  Jr.,  due  to  ill  health.    New  pews  and  a  bishop's 
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chair  have  been  placed  in  St.  Andrew's.  This  Church  has  been  consecrated 
by  the  Bishop.  A  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  been  organized  there. 
The  interior  of  St.  James'  has  been  greatly  beautified.  The  work  at  Calhoun 
Falls  is  promising.  It  is  hoped  soon  to  erect  a  Chapel  for  the  Mission  at  Ninety- 
Six.  The  work  at  Abbeville  is  steadily  growing.  In  Christ  Church,  Greenville, 
there  have  been  organized  a  Bible  Class  of  30  boys  and  another  of  20  men,  the 
influence  of  the  laymen's  movement  being  distinctly  felt  in  this  section. 

SECOND  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Barnwell,  Dean. 

On  behalf  of  the  Dean,  Rev.  H.  H.  Covington  rendered  a  verbal  report.  The 
new  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  costing  $17,000  has  been  com- 
pleted and  occupied  on  Easter  Day.  A  vested  choir  was  installed  at  that  time. 
The  Mission  at  Batesburg  has  been  organized  during  the  year  and  active  work 
is  in  progress  for  erection  of  a  Church,  the  lot  having  been  already  secured.  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Fort  Motte  has  been  renovated  and  beautified.  Plans  have 
been  perfected  for  building  a  Church  at  Hartsville.  Inprovements  have  been 
made  in  the  Churches  at  Winnsboro  and  Ridgeway.  The  work  of  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Florence,  is  enlarging.  A  lot  for  a  new  Church  has  been  bought  in 
Cheraw.  The  Church  is  gradually  gaining  a  foot-hold  for  its  work  in  Harts- 
ville, Dillon,  Timmonsville,  Manning  and  Mullins. 

THIRD  CONVOCATION. 

Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Dean. 

Two  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  one  in 
the  fall  at  Summerville  and  the  other  last  month  at  Georgetown.  The  attend- 
ance at  Summerville  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Convocation  and  the 
meeting  was  a  success  in  every  respect.  At  Georgetown,  the  time  of  meeting 
being  so  near  to  that  of  Council,  the  attendance  was  not  so  good,  only  about  one- 
half  of  the  whole  number  of  Clergy  being  present.  The  meeting  however  was 
both  pleasant  and  profitable.  The  coming  of  the  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall 
to  St.  John's,  Charleston  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Galbraith  to  All  Saints',  Waccamaw 
and  the  Missions  attached  has  strengthened  our  force  of  workers,  while  the  work 
at  Christ  Church,  Charleston  has  taken  on  new  life  since  the  entrance  upon  it 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whaley.  The  importance  of  opening  work  at  the  Navy  Yard 
near  Charleston,  has  led  to  the  acquiring  there  of  three  lots  in  a  most  eligible 
situation,  representing  a  money  value  of  $900.00,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to 
proceed  immediately  to  the  erection  of  a  modest  building  which  will  serve  the 
double  purpose  of  chapel  and  reading-room.  Three  hundred  dollars  are  in 
hand  for  this  purpose.  This  work  has  all  been  done  by  one  of  the  Charleston 
parishes  in  anticipation  of  the  town  that  is  building  upon  land  adjoining  the 
Navy  Yard.  The  conditions  at  St.  George's,  Dorchester,  are  promising  and 
the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  has  taken  charge  of  the  work  there — which  is  a  guar- 
anty that  it  will  be  well  and  wisely  done. 
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Diocese  of  South  Carolina 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing:  Committee, 
May  12,  1909. 

To  the  119th  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitu 
tion  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  the  Standing  Committee  of  said  Diocese, 
begs  herewith  to  present  an  abstract  of  the  Minutes  of  its  proceedings  had  since 
the  presentation  of  its  last  Communication. 

Your  Committee  was  organized  at  a  meeting  held  in  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston  on  May  14th,  1908,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon  as 
President  and  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Bissell  as  Secretary.

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina* 

Spartanbnrg,  S.  C,  May  11,  1909. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  appended  hereto 
shows  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  year,  and  gives  a  statemem 
of  the  different  funds  now  in  charge  of  the  trustees,  and  how  and  at  what  rate 
of  interest  the  same  are  invested  and  secured. 

The  usual  appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  current  income  of  the 
various  funds. 

The  income  from  the  Pringle  Frost  Memorial  Fund  has  been  increased  fifty 
per  cent  (50%),  resulting  from  a  change  of  the  investment  of  these  funds  from 
City  of  Charleston  four  per  cent,  bonds  to  a  note  of  a  Columbia  corporation, 
bearing  6  per  cent,  interest,  and  secured  by  real  estate  mortgages  on  property 
in  the  City  of  Columbia. 

During  the  past  year,  in  order  to  raise  money  to  build  St.  Mary's  Church  in 
the  City  of  Columbia,  the  trustees  placed  a  mortgage  upon  this  property,  the 
title  to  which  is  in  them,  to  secure  the  sum  of  Twenty-two  Hundred  Dollars 
($2200.00),  the  understanding  being  that  the  interest  charges  thereon  would 
be  paid  by  the  mission  authorities  of  this  church.  This  action  of  the  trustees 
was  taken  after  conference  with  and  legal  advice  from  the  Chancellor  of  tha 
Diocese. 

As  a  matter  of  general  interest,  we  append  to  this  report  the  legal  opinion  of 
the  Chancellor  with  reference  to  the  authority  of  the  trustees  to  mortgage 
property,  the  title  of  which  is  held  by  the  trustees.

Dear  Sir: 

Your  communication  of  19th  ult.  submits  to  me,  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Guerry,  two  inquiries: 

1.  Whether  the  "Trustees  of  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina"  may  make  loans  secured  by  mortgage  for  the  improvement  of  Church 
property. 

2.  If  not,  what  amendments  to  its  Charter  are  necessary  to  give  such  power. 
This  body  is  an  eleemosynary  or  charitable  corporation,  duly  incorporated 

under  the  name  aforesaid  with  all  the  powers  of  a  corporated  body,  including 
the  right  to  manage  property  under  their  charge. 

The  requirements  as  to  mortgages  to  be  found  in  1  Civil  Code  of  1902,  Section 
1893,  No.  7,  do  not  apply  to'charitable  corporations,  but  only  to  business  cor- 
porations with  stockholders.  The  provision  in  Section  1848,  No.  4,  applicable 
to  "every  private  corporation,"  gives  unlimited  power  to  mortgage,  but  I 
think  this  chapter  is  intended  to  apply  only  to  business  corporations.  A  re- 
ligious society  incorporated  under  Chapter  48,  Article  11,  has  the  power  given 
to  it  in  Section  1905  to  make  mortgages;  but  your  corporation  does  not  owe  its 
charter  to  this  article. 

You  therefore  have  a  charter  for  a  charitable  organization,  which  is  silent 
as  to  the  making  of  mortgages.  In  such  case,  it  is  my  opinion  that  you  have 
the  right,  as  a  corporation  to  execute  mortgages  within  the  scope  of  your 
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charter  such  as  building,  repairing  and  improving  churches  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  such  adjuncts  as  rectories,  church  schools,  etc.  There  is  no  direct 
decision  in  our  State  that  I  have  been  able  to  find  upon  this  subject.  The 
language  in  Ex-parte  Benson  &  Co.,  18  S.  C,  43,  may  sustain  this  position.  I 
do  not  think  that  either  the  language  in  Lazone  v.  Timmerman,  46  S.  C,  410, 
or  the  decision  in  S.  C.  Manufact.  Co.  v.  Bank,  6  Rich.  Eq.,  227,  deny  it. 

Turning  to  approved  text  books,  we  find  that  the  power  of  corporations, 
private  or  charitable,  to  mortgage,  in  the  absence  of  statutory  prohibition,  is 
fully  recognized.  3  Cook  Corp.  Section  808;  1  Mor.  Pri.  Corp.  Section.  346: 
119  U.  S.,  198. 

But  neither  a  corporation  nor  an  individual  can  mortgage  property  held  in 
trust  unless  express  power  to  do  so  be  given  in  the  instrument  creating  the 
trust.  Your  corporation  is  expressly  empowered  to  receive  property  in  trust, 
to  act  as  trustee,  etc.,  and  I  suppose  most  of  the  property  held  by  it  is  held  for 
some  specified  trust,  an  Episcopal  Church  at  A,  a  mission  at  B.,  a  church  school 
at  C,  and  other  like  specified  trusts.  In  such  cases  no  sale  or  mortgage  can 
be  validly  executed  without  a  breach  of  trust. 

The  distinction  to  be  noted  is  that  your  corporation  may  mortgage  whatever 
it  purchases  with  funds  which  it  holds  absolutely,  simply  in  its  capacity  as  a 
corporation.  But  whatever  it,  a  corporation,  holds  in  trust  for  a  designated 
purpose,  it  can  not  divert  to  other  purposes  nor  endanger  its  existence  by 
mortgage. 

2.  No  amendment  to  your  Charter  can  give  your  corporation  greater  power 
of  mortgage  than  it  now  has.  Every  gift  or  devise  to  it,  if  accepted,  constitu- 
tes a  contract,  which  could  not  be  altered  or  impaired  without  violating  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.

Report  of  the  Archdeacon. 

September  1,  1908  to  April  t30,  1909. 


During  these  eight  months  I  have  visited  all  of  the  missions  and  schools  ex- 
cept those  in  Peak,  Jenkinsville,  Eastover,  North  Augusta,  Clarendon  and 
Lexington.    Reports  from  these  places  indicate  progress. 

Three  new  missions  have  been  started,  one  in  Greenville  and  one  in  Beaufort 
and  one  in  Orangeburg. 

The  work  in  Spartanburg  under  the  Rev.  S.  W.  Grice  is  progressing  well.  He 
also  goes  to  Greenville. 

The  work  in  Columbia  is  in  better  condition  than  I  found  it  because  St. 
Mary's  Church  has  been  completed  and  the  school  rooms  are  being  used  for  over 
350  children. 

The  St.  Anna's  Mission  work  has  been  improved  by  having  the  minister's 
wife  associated  with  him  in  the  school  work 

In  Aiken,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clift  has  enlarged  the  Chapel  to  accommodate  the 
extra  number  of  children. 

In  St.  George's,  Bath,  the  Church  ought  to  be  moved  to  the  people. 

In  Summerville  there  has  been  a  full  school  and  good  work  done  both  in  the 
Church  and  school.  Dr.  C.  U.  Shepard  has  relieved  us  of  all  school  expenses 
during  the  year  and  takes  a  deep  personal  interest  in  the  work. 

In  Charleston,  Calvary  Church  is  flourishing  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Rev.  J.  I).  Lykes. 
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In  St.  Andrew's  mission  the  services  are  well  attended  and  the  school  has 
one  hundred  children.  One-half  of  one  teacher's  salary  is  paid  by  the  County 
and  the  other  by  us.    The  influence  for  good  in  this  field  is  far  reaching. 

The  Chapel  of  the  Atonement,  Walterboro  has  an  earnest  congregation.  The 
people  want,  and  need,  a  school. 

The  work  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Galbraith  in  the  Waccamaw  and 
Pee  Dee  section  is  doing  good  in  those  communities,  but  take  all  of  the  missions 
in  this  department  there  is  a  lack  of  means  to  carry  on  the  work  as  it  ought  to 
be  done.  The  people  have  very  little  themselves  and  the  work  must  depend 
upon  the  help  of  those  who  have  the  money  to  help  it  along. 

The  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Pineville  is  trying  to  help  pay  its  minister. 

It  must  come  that  all  of  the  missions  will  help  pay  for  the  services  something 
in  proportion  to  what  is  being  done.  The  spirit  of  self-help  will  build  up  self- 
respect,  and  a  love  for  the  Church  which  can  hardly  exist  without  sacrifice. 

Attached  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  financial  statement  up  to 
April  26th.

For  a  portion  of  the  year  the  Guild  works  as  a  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxili- 
ary. The  President,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Park,  who  is  also  the  Chairman  of  the  Orphan- 
age Committee,  is  most  active  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

The  generosity  of  a  kind  friend  has  been  the  means  of  greatly  improving  the 
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appearance  of  the  Church  building  which  has  been  recently  bricked  up  under- 
neath. 

Another  gentleman  has  kindly  had  the  body  of  the  building  repainted,  and 
this  too  greatly  improves  its  appearance.  Nor  must  mention  be  omitted  of  the 
good  work  the  ladies  are  doing  in  improving  and  beautifying  the  grounds 
around  the  Church.  » 

The  Sunday  School  is  doing  good  work,  and  the  useful  work  of  the  teachers 
certainly  deserves  the  cordial  appreciation  of  the  Rector  and  congregation. 

A  very  interesting  part  of  the  Rector's  work  here  in  Greenwood  is  the  night 
school  conducted  two  nights  in  the  week,  at  the  Greenwood  Cotton  Mills.  This 
school  has  been  going  on  for  more  than  five  years,  and  is  in  flourishing  operation 
now.

APPENDIX  IX 


Standing-  Resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by  the 
Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the 
Article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of  this  Council  be  Com- 
municants, shall  be  read  to  the  congregation;  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  sha  11 
be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's  hand  at  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  expenses  of  the  same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of 
the  Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meetings.    (Passed  1875.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist  officiating 
during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  Sexton  acting  for  the  same  period. 
(Passed  1856.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks  for 
sermons  preached  before  this  Body.    (Passed  1850.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart  this  life, 
his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the  Churches  in 
this  Diocese  to  discourage  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the  use  of  Churches  under 
their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select 
persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

10.  Resolvecl,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of 
Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergymen  and  Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  nega- 
tively.   (Passed  1877.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of  members  to  and 
from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable  on  the 
first  day  of  November,  1890,  and  of  every  year  thereafter,  and  that  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the  several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions of  the  amount  payable,  not  later  than  October  15th.    (Passed  1890.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be  requested 
to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and  Missions  during  the 
season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary  Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  Work  in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

14.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish  the 
Statistics  and  Reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in  former 
times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some  time,  if  he  desires, 
but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports  to  be  printed  alphabetically, 
according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mission.    (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secretary  is 
directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and  every  Parish  and 
Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union  with  this  Council  or  not, 
in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the  Church  may  be  known.  (Passed 
1895.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date,  the  fund  known  as  the  Bishop's 
Common  Fund,  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  be  collected 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  disbursed  without  compensation,  under  the 
orders  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 
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17.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held,  be  au- 
thorized to  secure  a  Reporter,  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per  diem,  who 
will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal  daily  papers  in  the 
State.    (Passed  1901.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay  the 
traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese; 
this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and  the  future.  (Passed

CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 
of  the 

Protestant  Episcopal  Church 

in  the 

Diocese  of  South  Carolina 

Including  All  Amendments  to  Date,  Also  the  Rules  of  Order 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Epsicopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceeding  Council;  or,  on 
failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesiastical  author- 
ity shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where 
the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such  meeting  no  other  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said  meeting: 
Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meeting  of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies 
from  the  several  congregations  and  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council, 
shall  be  elected  after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed  suffi- 
cient in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a  change  of  time 
or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or  special,  the  said  authority 
may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  holding  such  meeting,  to  be  held  within 
not  less  than  a  month  after  such  designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

•    Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the  General 
Missionary  whose  title  by  Canon  is  Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  and  every 
Presbyter '  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as  canonically  resident  within  the 
Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calandar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  has  for  the  same  period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station 
as  Rector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish,  or  organized 
Mission,  that  is  or  has  been,  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council,  is  in- 
capacitated by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active  duties  of  the 
Ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  and 
every  other  Clergyman,  possessed  of  all  the  aforesaid  qualifications  prescribed 
in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting  actual  residence  within  the  Diocese), 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  voice  in  the  Council,  but  not  to  a  vote:  Provided, 
That  no  Clergyman  who  was  entitled  to  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be  deprived  of  his 
rights  and  privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  any- 
thing in  this  Section  contained;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  tenor  of  the  Article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of  May,  1889: 
Provided,  however,  That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said  rights  by  failure  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 
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Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Parish,  and 
two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  from  among  the  male  Communicants  thereof,  to  represent  it  in  the  Coun- 
cil. The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take  place  on  Easter  Monday,  or 
on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Parish  at  a  meeting 
of  the  members  thereof;  or  in  default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number 
of  Lay  Deputies  may  be  elected  at  any  such  election,  to  serve  as  alternate  or 
substitutes  for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any 
cause,  attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deupties  so  elected  shall  continue  until  the 
next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their  seats, 
produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  Churches,  or  shall, 
in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from  any 
Church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be  permitted 
to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of  another  Church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  Church  which  has 
not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceeding  the  Council  in  which  such  vote  is 
offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or  Councils,  and  due  there- 
from, except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided,  however,  That  no  Church  or 
Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats  of  its  Deputy  or  Duputies  in  any  Coun- 
cil by  reason  of  any  non-payment  of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary 
shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and  Deputies; 
after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Coun- 
cil duly  organized. 

Sec.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Commit- 
tee, shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  or- 
ganized, and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be  called  therefrom,  and 
the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of  their  privileges  in  the  Coun- 
cil: Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay 
Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by 
the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of  fifteen 
Churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  generally; 
but  any  number  of  either  order  that  shall  assemble  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Council,  and  in 
his  absence,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them 
be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President  of 
the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  elected  from 
among  the  attending  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a  Sec- 
retary, a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from  the 
Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law,  and  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiastical)  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  at  all  times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  the  Diocese  such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be 
required  or  desired.  He  shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees 
appointed  by  the  Council  desiring  council,  and  perform  all  other  duties  ger- 
main  to  his  profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution 
of  the  Council.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by  ballot 
(unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the 
Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Council,  and  required  by  the 
Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties  shall  be 
those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in  office 
until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  serve  for  three 
years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by 
Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Council. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitution, 
the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body ;  but  at  any  time,  before  the 
result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the  President,  any  two 
Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  Churches,  may  call  for  a  separate 
vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote  individually,  and  the  Lay  Depu- 
ties by  Churches  (a  majority  from  each  Church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority 
in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  And  whenever  a 
vote  is  taken  by  ballot,  the  balloting  shall  be  by  Orders. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall  be 
by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders  being  neces- 
sary to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and 
two-thirds  of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation,  be  present;  otherwise, 
two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  order  present  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a 
choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  into  the  Council. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  Churches  having  not  less  than  six  male  adult 
members  and  fifteen  Communicants,  and  organized  Missions  having  not  less 
than  two  male  Communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council 
in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  or- 
ganization of  their  Church,  and  stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  a  certified 
copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen; 
their  means  or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which  are  now,  or  here- 
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after  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And  at  the  Council  next 
succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secertary  shall  communicate  the 
same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its  session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall 
take  such  order  upon  said  application  as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  con- 
gregation so  applying  be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  Churches, 
they  shall  state  also  the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their 
place  of  worship  from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  what- 
ever additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  Church 
or  Churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said  congre- 
gation shall  then  he  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly 
admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting 
of  the  Council:  Provided,  further,  That  organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required 
to  present  a  certified  copy  of  Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Ward- 
ens and  Vestry,  but  shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  Article  of  the 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the 
Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual  Com- 
municants of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every 
regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall  choose  one 
of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and  another  of  their  body 
to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the 
proceedings  and  business  of  the  committee ;  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded 
in  a  brook  prepared  for  that  purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all 
letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public 
acts;  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  de- 
liver into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of 
the  whole  committee  being  necesary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  to  repre- 
sent this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately  afterwards,  four  other 
Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be  chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes 
for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representatives  and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their 
successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such  appoint- 
ment, or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  thereupon 
summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the  substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which 
their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election ; 
or  when  two  or  more  are  elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
aggregate  vote  received.

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention,  ''of  offenses  for  which  Ministers  shall  be  tried  and 
punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  ac- 
cording to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

'  No  one  of  these  Articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any  Article 
be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new  Article  be  proposed,  considered 
and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council,  and  adopted  by  two-thirds 
of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Council. 


CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church. 
CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
prepare,  or  cause  to  pe  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen  canonically  resident 
in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of 
their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning,  constituted  by 
civil  or  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they  are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those 
not  engaged  in  Parishes,  Missions  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their 
places  of  residence  only;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and  those  who 
are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry,  shall  have  a 
place  on  said  list. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admission  of 
Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant  people  from 
being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  the 
Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not  included 
within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized  desire  to  be  organized 
and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  in  writ- 
ing, expressing  their  desire,  and  promising  conformity  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They  may  pro- 
pose a  name  for  the  Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will 
give  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he  or  a  Presbyter  under 
his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a  Communicant,  and 
a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be  appointed  annually  thereafter, 
on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during  Easter  Week,  and  shall  hold  until 
their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for  public 
worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly  performance 
of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contributions, 
and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  Council, 
through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the  Warden,  in  like  form 
as  Parishes. 


CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six  male 
adults,  and  fifteen  Communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  males,  and  can 
provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any  other  persons,  under  the 
same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  Church,  they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesi- 
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astical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  statement  of  their  condition  and  prospect 
for  maintaining  such  organization;  and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  as- 
sumed some  name  by  which  their  Church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Arti- 
cles of  Association,  in  the  following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  congrega- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of   ,  in  the 

Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given,  do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a 

congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  —  Church  ;  and  as  such 

do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to  and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship, the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 

to  be  Wardens,  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of  Church;  to 

continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday,  A.  D.  ,  and  until  others  be  chosen 

in  their  place.    Witness  our  hands,  this  —  day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our 

Lord  . " 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recognized  as 
part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction 
thereof.  And  any  Church  so  organized  and  recognized,  shall  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether  admitted  into  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil or  not. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of  any 
existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Ministers  thereof ; 
or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then  to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application  for 
permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish,  they  shall  enclose  the  written  approval 
or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or  Vestries,  aforesaid; 
and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of  the  fact. 


CANON  IV. 


Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  the  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  Church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  their  constitutional  requirements,  they  shall 
present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together  with  their 
application  for  admission. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  Church  in  union  with  the 
Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the  Rector, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the  following  form:

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In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate  of 
election  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Council,  at  least  on<t  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  certified  list 
of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  Church,  in  order  to  aid  him  in 
preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no  longer 
provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Bishop  to 
provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  Parish  or  Church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive  years 
to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  t»  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make  the  reports 
required  by  Section  1,  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  General  Convention,  or  to 
pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  con- 
sidered dormant. 

Sec.  3.  Parishes  or  Churches  may  be  restored  to  the  union  with  the  Council 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  th»  Constitution  and  of  Canons  III  and  IV 
of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or  Churches  as 
may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or  Church 
in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally  appointed,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of  transacting  such 
other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due  notice  of  which  meeting 
shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside ;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector,  or  he 
be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary  be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Parish  or  Church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections  none  shall 
vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official  acts 
during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  V estries. 

Section  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  Church  War- 
dens, and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to  continue  in 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Wardens 
shall  always  be  Communicants. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also  the 
qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of  Association, 
or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together  with 
the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  constitute  the 
Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  Parish  or  Church.  The 
Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and,  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the 
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Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not 
interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  established  Churches. 

Sec.  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the  Church,  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries  and  current  expenses, 
and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds  required,  and  to  keep  a  proper 
account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  imposed  upon  them  by  any  General  Convention,  or  Council  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  whatever 
may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  Divine  Worship  (as  books,  vest- 
ments, etc.) ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  Church  building  and 
furniture,  books  for  Church  records,  and  the  elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship.  They  shall  be  ready  to 
collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the  people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or 
Church  is  without  a  Minister,  shall  disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public 
worship  by  occasional  Clerical  services,  or  by  Lay  Reading,  as  circumstances 
will  permit.  They  shall  also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  Church 
plate,  records,  etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a 
report  of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — as 
Sunday  Schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregularities 
in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by  their  Minister  or 
by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or  Canons,  faith  or  morals. 

Sec.  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  provided  for 
by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Digest. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  notify 
the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;  but  not  without 
due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  the  opinion  and 
advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Section.  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergymen  and 
Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council,  called  as  provided 
in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they  shall  specify  that  purpose. 
Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the  form  for  Parochial  reports,  and 
those  to  the  Parishes  the  form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts 
from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their 
appointment. 

Sec.  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  preceded 
by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further  services  as  the 
Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon  preached,  by  another 
than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and  an  alternate. 

Sec.  3.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Committees 
on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen, 
to  whom  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred ;  the  other,  of  three  Lay  men , 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Roll  of  Deputies,  together  with  the  certificates 
of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the  Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X. 
Section  2.  And  these  committees,  severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  re- 
port to  the  Council,  upon  the  lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  re- 
port which  Parishes  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which 
are,  by  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution,  bebarred  from  voting,  until  admitted 
by  a  vote  of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certifi- 
cates unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 
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CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct  Journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  preserve  its  records, 
and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  belonging  to  it,  or  apper- 
taining to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice,  at  least  six  weeks  before- 
hand, to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congregation,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  all 
Journals  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  every  General  Convention  a 
certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons 
nominated  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all 
other  documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and  Regula- 
tions. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then 
upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which  the  collec- 
tion and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep  regular  ac- 
counts of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the  Council,  and  shall 
faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books,  papers  and  funds 
relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon  the 
Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  Churches  which  have  failed  to  make  the 
contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have  for  three  successive 
years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards  defraying  the 
expenses  of  that  Body. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  appointment 
by  the  Council. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all  docu- 
ments and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  or  in 
any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  reference  a  set  of  Journals 
of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  report  annually  to 
this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and  may,  at  his 
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discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop  as  President  ex  officio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  who 
shall  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Missionary  District,  to  be 
nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each  Annual  Council;  and  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Board,  between  the  meetings  of  the  Annual  Council  the  Board  shall  have 
power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where  the  Coun- 
cil is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They  shall  appoint  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of 
the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold 
such  other  meetings  during  the  year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint. 
They  shall  be  a  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  in  the  designation  of  Stations 
and  appointments  of  Missionaries;  and  they  shall  devise  means  of  securing 
funds  for  Missionary  purposes,  and  make  a  full  report  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council,  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  Stations  and  Missionaries  aided,  of 
Churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light  upon  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  five  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall  be 
divided  into  Districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  fixed,  and 
may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter— a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be  Dean,  to 
have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that  District.  He 
shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary  for  the  District,  to 
be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in  supplying  services  to  vacant 
and  feeble  Stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be  detached  from  any  Parochial 
Cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop,  through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts 
and  appointments.  His  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by 
the  Bishop. 

Sec.  6.  In  each  District  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office,  and 
of  one  of  more  Lay  Communicants  from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to  be  chosen 
according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 

They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary  work  in 
the  District;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 

At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  preside. 

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Council,  at  each  Annual  Session,  concerning 
the  Missionary  work  in  his  District. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt  measures 
to  promote  its  efficiency  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church. 

Sec.  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immediately  after 
such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this  session  all  reports 
concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for 
the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec.  8.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of  Missions 
except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on  condition  that 
the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  Parish  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board  shall  make  quarterly 
reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall  be  included  a  state- 
ment of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the  Parish  or  Mission  which  they 
serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit  their  stipends  until  such  report  is 
received. 
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Sec.  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

Sec.  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman  to  be  called  the  Archdeacon, 
and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to  the  General 
Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist  the  Bishop  in 
caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially  the  work  of  gathering 
together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending  the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer  opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and 
paid  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white  persons 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residence,  or,  where  a  residence  is  not  provided 
for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  Clergymen  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  baptisms,  mar- 
riages and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another  Minister; 
and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  Confirmed  in  his  Parish  or  con- 
gregation, and  of  Communicants,  and  baptized  persons  not  Communicants, 
belonging  to  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  Register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth  of  the 
person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the  case  of  an  adult 
the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of  persons  married  and  buried, 
with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in  a 
book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in  case  there 
be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry  be  made — 
which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  Register,  and  preserved  as  a  part 
of  the  Records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister, 
in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  Register  with  the  Church 
Wardens. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any  Parish  be  vacant, 
then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  an  accurate  statement,  in 
writing,  of  the  number  of  families,  members  of  the  Church,  specifying  the 
adults  and  children  under  fourteen;  the  number  of  Communicants,  specifying 
the  changes  by  admission,  removal  or  death ;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant 
and  adult;  of  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials;  the  state  and  condition 
of  Sunday  and  Parochial  School,  if  there  te  any,  and  also  the  number 
of  times  and  the  places  where  Divine  service  has  been  performed,  the  number 
Communions  celebrated;  the  amount  of  offerings — for  Alms,  for  Missions, 
Diocesan,  Domestic  and  Foreign — for  the  Parish  School  or  any  Church  In- 
stitution, of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support  and 
current  or  other  expenses  of  the  Parish,  whether  by  pew  rents,  offerings,  sub- 
scriptions or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  Parochial,  Diocesan  general 
objects;  also  for  any  other  matters  which  may  tend  to  throw  light  upon  the  state 
of  the  Church. 

Sec.  5.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his  official  acts;  or, 
if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th  April, 
preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions  of  them  as  the 
President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and  may  be  entered  on  the 
Journal  thereof.  . 

Sec.  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported  separ- 
ately, and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secre- 
tary, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.    And  the  failure  of  any 
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person  to  make  out  his  Parochial  Report,  according  to  this  form,  shall  be  deemed 
a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  this 
Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  Church. 

III.  Of  Discipline. 

CAXOX  XV. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 


Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesiastical 
Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
in  writing  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the 
names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with  copies  of,  or  proper  refer- 
ence to,  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses 
enumerated  in  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceed- 
ings should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put 
the  accused  upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  pre- 
sentment to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense  or 
offenses  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  specifying 
facts  with  such  reasoable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstance,  as 
shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  of  the  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein  (excepting  the 
accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee) ; 
he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under 
ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve  names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The 
Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment, 
to  be  served  on  the  accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within 
thirty  days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and  the 
Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to  the  President 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  strike 
off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop.  I'  either 
party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as  the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike 
off ;  and  in  such  case  the  seven  remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them, 
selected  by  lot,  when  previous  to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire 
seven  cannot  be  present,  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in  actual  Com- 
munion with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the  accused  or  the  proseeu- 
tion,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place  within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed 
to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and 
from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if 
the  whole  number  do  not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attend- 
ance cannot  he  had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than 
five,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from 
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there  own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause  the  oral 
testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and 
along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully 
preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court 
to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  winessesss;  and  upon  all  ques- 
tions the  common  law  shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrance  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more  of 
the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisors  who  may  be  present  at  all  its 
proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an  opinion  on  any 
question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  without  any 
voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court  shall 
be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty 
days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to 
perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence,  and  otherwise  ap- 
pear in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The  accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the 
privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe. 
All  counsel  must  be  Communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial  in  his 
absence,  or  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day;  and 
if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy, 
who  thereupon,  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry; 
but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  within  three 
calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial, 
and  shall  appear  for  that  end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and 
appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against 
him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of  a  material 
witness  cannot  be  had;  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  deposition 
of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal 
points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such 
notice  is  to  be  given  resides  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for 
taking  the  deposition,  and  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed 
for  every  twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
certified  by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare,  in 
a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members  or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly  stating 
whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty  of  disor- 
derly conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this 
Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enumer- 
ated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Canons  of  this  Church, 
the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the  decision,  together 
with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop;  whereupon,  if  the  accused  be 
found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear 
proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is 
fixed  as  above,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But,  if  in  such  case,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have 
power  to  award  it;  in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  herein- 
before provided  (excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the 
proceedings  shall  be  conducted,  as  before  provided. 
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Sec.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the  Bishop 
(such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by  the  Court), 
shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Court, 
the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as 
pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at  its 
next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the 
Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering  with 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  2,  Canon  II,  Title 
II,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon  such  inquiry  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just  ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned 
in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they  shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts 
and  of  the  evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made 
to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a 
sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised  by 
assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio  in  which 
they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 

IV.  Miscellaneous. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  the  Address  of  the  Bishop,  the  Parochial  Reports,  and  all 
other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon.  From  these 
materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  prepare  a  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures 
as  they  may  deem  important  to  its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each  Church 
in  union  therewith,  an  assessment  sufficient  to  defray  the  regular  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  an  assessment  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
Communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  he  determined  by  each  Annual  Council, 
and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall  any 
new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.  Nor  shall  any  Canon, 
or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same  Council  in  which 
it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders, 
after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons.    But  if 
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approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it  shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and 
final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Council. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of  amendment, 
shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  Section)  of  Canon — is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

Sec.  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council,  not  included  in  these  Canons, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the  substitu- 
tion of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and  instead  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees  under  a  former  Act, 
approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the  Bishop, 
ex  officio,  and  eight  Communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say,  three  Presby- 
ters and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders  immediately 
upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  four  years, 
one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years,  and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years. 
The  respective  terms  of  the  members  of  the  said  Board  so  elected,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  lots  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election; 
which  meeting  for  organization  shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the 
same  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their  succes- 
sors, respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the  term  for  which 
any  Trustees  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to  expire,  the  next  Annual 
Council  sitting  prior  to  sucb  expiration  shall  elect  their  successors,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said 
Board  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring 
in  the  said  Board  by  reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the 
same,  the  Board  shall  choose  some  Communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or 
Layman,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the  same,  or 
until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from  their 
own  number,  or  some  other  Communicant  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths  of  all  bonds,  stocks, 
securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his  keeping,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  in- 
come of  the  property  in  his  care  and  custody. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the  Dio- 
cese upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment  thereof,  and  of 
all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular  meetings 
of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meetings,  and  of  the 
notification  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  the 
business  of  the  said  Board. 

CANON  XX. 

Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  Institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby  recog- 
nized and  adopted  as  the  Institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  caring 
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for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  eight  Trustees  of  the 
said  "The  Church  Home"  (three  from  among  the  Clergy  and  five  Communi- 
cants from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who,  together  with  four  other  Trustees,  to  be 
elected  by  the  Church  Home  itself,  shall  control  and  manage  the  Home  and 
Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio,  a  member  and  the  President  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees;  which  Board  shall  annually  report  to  the  Council. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


T.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Committee 
on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees,  viz. : 
A  Committee  on  Admission  of  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one  Clergy- 
man and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to 
consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Missionary 
District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and 
two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

4.  The  Communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admission 
into  the  Council 

5.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the  first  day  of  the 
next  Annual  Council 

6.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  and 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council 

9.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

11.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  succeeding  the 
first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every  days'  session  shall 
be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity 
in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  dailv  order  of  proceed- 
i  ngs,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  when  in 
order. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
Trustees  of  the  Church  Home. 
Committees  appointed  at  Preceding  Council. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceed- 
ings shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 
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VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath  leave, 
or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing, 
shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall 
name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without 
leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same  session,  except 
upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one  shall  hold  private 
discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches  shall 
be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  votes 
shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes:  Provided,  That  the 
Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers 
first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the  Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and 
their  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council,  unless  seconded  and 
reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member  require  it.  A  Minister 
or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delagate  of  the 
same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a 
certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Re- 
solved" shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be 
equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the 
question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  postpone  indefinitely,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any 
other  business  of  the  Council 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  member 
unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is 
immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  present 
when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of  the 
Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case 
the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to 
explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance  with- 
out debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision 
to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  oner, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  Chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of  every 
Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  and  shall 
not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  one  day's  notice 
of  the  proposed  alteration.
